16-year-cld girl Credited 
With Saving Brother-in-law 
From Waters Of Pigeon Lake 


A 16-year-old office worker at 
the CGE in Peterborough, Miss 
Ruby Perdue, saved the life of her 
brother-in-law on Sunday after- 
noon. She put into practice the 
knowledge of livesaving and art- 
ificial vespiration she had learned 
at school. Late Sunday afternoon 
Joseph Devlin, 38, was going for 
his first swim of the season in 
Pidgeon Lake during a family pic- 
nic being held on the beach of TJ. 
O'Neill’, summer resort on the east 
shore of the lake about eight miles 
from Downeyville, and had a narrow 
brush with death, Mr. Devlin, who 
lives ab 125 1-2 Lock Street, is a 
glazier with the Peterborough Lum- 
ber Co. 

Venturing out past a steep drop 
in the bed of the lake, Mr. Devlin 
suddenly called for help to his 
wife’s sister, Miss Perdue, the only 
other swimmer in the party. Miss 
Perdue lives with Mr, and Mrs. 
Devlin in Peterborough 

By the time Miss Perdue had 
reached his side, Mr. Devlin had 
sunk beneath the surface. Putting 
arm around his waist and 


one 
swimming with the other, Mss 
Perdue towed him seyeral feev 


across the shoal to about five feec 
of water, From there Mrs. Dev- 
lin helped to carry her husband 
to the shore. 

Miss Perdue tried to find Mr. 
Devlin’s pulse but it had stopped. 
Remembering the lessons she hac 
been taught in the Downeyville 
School and at Lindsay Collegiate 
Institute, she applied artificial Tes- 
piration to the unconscious man, 
while Mrs, Devlin ran to the 
O'Neill house for help. She called 
Dr. B.E. Kelly of Bobcaygeon, 
her former doctor, and the Rev, 
C. R. Kay, of Downeyville. 

Miss; Perdue continued artificial 
respiration until the doctor arrived 
with a supply of oxygen, Mr. Dey- 
lin revived momentarily but relap- 
sed into unconsciousness and was 
removed to the home of his father- 
{n-law, Peter Perdue, R.R, 3},

Watch, Argue 


Pickering, June 30 --(BUP)-- A 
12-year-old Toronto girl drownea 
yesterday In the Rouge River near 
Pickering, Ontario, at her birthday 
picnic, while 50 people stood within 
10 feet of her 

When Sylvia Nevew's brother 
screamed for help for his sister, 
the onlookers spent five minutes 
arguing over whether it was really 
a drowning or merely a hoax. 

Pickering township authorities 
say they will launch a concerted 
effort to preyent the recurrence of 
such accidents, 

Ontario County Coroner Dr, W. 
W. Tomlinson, of Pickering, says 
“the river is deep and unsafe and 
something has to be done to keep 
people out of it.” 

The river has claimed the lives 
of several persons in the past few 
years, There are no warning signs, 
roped-off areas or other blogs for 
children. | - y% 

The drowning brought tragedy to! 
the family of Oscar Nevew and his 
family of seven, . 

The drowning victim had been 
playing in the water with her 10- 
year-old brother Jerry near the 
shore at the tlme of the mishap. 

Her father was working on his 
car and her mother was talking 
to friends nearby, 

Bystanders said that when the 
victim’s brother called for help, 
no one took him seriously be- 
cause other children had been 
yelling the same thing a few mo- 
ments previously. 

Hank Derkson, of Toronto, says 
he came upon the scene and found 
people arguing over the.fact that 
there couldn’t possibly be anyone 
drowning in the water,

Lloyd Found, president of Found 
Realty Ltd. Lindsay, told “The 
Post” today that Felpark Lodge, at 
Long Beach, Sturgeon Lake, has’ 
been sold to Mr. Frank Moore, of 
Stoney Creek. The Lodge was owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. William Fell. The 
new owner takes possession tomor- 
row. The sale ofthe lodge was han- 
dled by the Summer Properties div- 
ision of the Company, Messrs. Stan. 
Henry, Jim Goodman and Lloyd 
Found. 

Accomodating about 50 persons, 
the lodge and cabins has a sandy 
beach for swimming, near the goy- 
ernment dock, says Mr. Found. 

The lodge was erected in the late 
1930's he said. The Fells were farm- 
ers about five miles from the site 
of the resort. Mrs. Fell started tak- 
ing guests at the farm, driving them 
down to the beach for bathing each 
morning. As a result she purchased 
the land for the lodge from Mr. Will- 
dam Weldon, father of Ray Weldon. 
The property was then a part of the 
Weldon ranch. 

The Fells, Mr. Found continued, 
built the lodge from lumber hewn 
from the bush on their own farm. 
“The Fells ran Felpark Lodge prof- 
itably and successfully for many 
years. The Lodge enjoys one of the 
finest reputations for tourist accom- 
odation in this area. The Fells are 
well-known for the friendly atmos- 
phere they create around them,” he 
concluded.

The resort was owned by Mr. Reg.

Water Bd. Takes Option 
On Site For Standpipe 


The Lindsay Board of Water 
Commissioners Monday afternoon 
took an option on 2 1-2 acres of 
property in the East Ward, on 
which they may erect their new 
standpipe. 

Mr. Graham Millson, of Lindsay 
appeared before the Board at their 
regular monthly meeting. He of- 
fered the Board an option on 2 1-2 
acres of property that he owns 
which has some 150 feet frontage 
on the Bobcaygeon Road. The L- 
shaped land also has good frontage 
on Colborne and St. James Streets. 

Mr. Millson said that he had 
intended to build his new home on 
the 150-foot lot on the highway, 
and sell the rest of the property off 
as lots. He said he would sell the 
whole 2 1-2 acres for $2,500.00, or 
the lot 150 ft. square on the high- 
way for $1500.00. 


The Mayor asked for a 20-day 
option on all the land and on the 
lot on the highway. Mr. Millson 
said he would sign such an option 
that the Board might have i all 
or just the smaller lot, whichever 
they might decide. 

Discussion arose about reserving 
some area around the tank for a 
‘drainage run-off. Most of the 
Board were of the opinion at Mon- 
day's meeting that the best idea 
would be to acquire the whole pro- 
perty, build the tank near the high- 
way and sell what was not needed 
off as building lots. 

The Board thought they could 
get from six to nine building lots 
out of the property. Drill test holes 
will be sunk In the property to 
see if the ground would be suitable 
for the standpipe’s cement foot- 
ings.

dressing or a pat of butter, and 
about the same number of cal- 
ories as the sugar and cream in 
& cup of coffee. The truth is that 
bread is probably the most 
Wholesome, necessary and en- 
ergy-producing food in the diet 
of mankind It provides the 
human hody with energy- 
producing carbohydrates and 
muscle-building protein. It is 
rich in vitamins necessary to the 
preservation of health”.

It seems quite in order to refer to a television set 
or television sets as T-V set or T-V sets, but somehow it 
doesn’t sound just right to refer to more than one tele- 
vision set as “televisions”. Here is an instance where 
the normal procedure in converting the singular into the 
plural doesn’t seem to ring quite true. But what can we 
do about it? Will it be a question of referring to more 
than one television set as “television sets”, will we just 
have to get used to the word “televisions”, or should we 
adopt an abbreviation as in the case of cars which is 
more palatable to the ear such as “TVs”, “T-Visions”, 
“Teevs”, “Teles” or some other suitable abbreviation? 

Here is something which should be settled and un- 
iversally adopted before too many pluralities complicate 
the ordering of, or reference to, more than one television 
set. 


THE WHEAT FROM THE CHAFF 

The biggest task before the electors in the current 
federal election campaign, as in all others, is that of 
separating the wheat from the chaff and judging by 
the amount of political propaganda being sown, this 
will not be easy. 

It is always fascinating to observe the number of 
things which are either being done, or are about to be 
done, for the people just previous to an election. It is 
certainly an opportune time to bring matters to the at- 
tention of the candidates and one which promises more 
than ordinary chances of getting some action. 
Nevertheless the public should always remember that 
any projects undertaken for them are not in the same 
category as “manna from Heaven”. They represent 
expenditures of money for which they (the public) have 
been, and will continue to be, paying through federal 
taxes. Such projects are, of course, of a tangible nature 
and their value easy to assess. 

The real difficulty faced by an electorate lies in try- 
ing to determine the value and feasibility of promises 
made during an election campaign. Unlike works al- 
ready started or placed in process, election promises 
have a way of being forgotten when the heat of battle is 
over. 

In election campaigns it is well to remember the 
adage that “a bird in hand is worth two in the bush.” 


THE BOARD MAY BE ENLARGED 

In Monday’s “Post”, attention was called to the de- 
cision to retain the Ross Memorial Hospital in the cate- 
gory of a trust hospital. Following the'appearance of 
the editorial, a reader communicated to say he thought 
the idea might get around as a result of the article that 
the present hospital board was to continue to manage 
it, whereas the Board of Governors announced at their 
last meeting their willingness to have it expanded if the 
enlarged committee desired. This, of course, is a sep- 
arate matter which has not been settled yet and what 
“The Post” was primarily concerned with on Monday 
was endorsing the work of the enlarged committee in 
voting to keep the hospital in the “trust” category. En- 
larging the Board is something else again and will be 
dealt with under separate heading at a later date. 


SCHOOL'S OUT, CHILDREN TOO! 

School’s out in Lindsay and so are hundreds of 
children who would normally be within the compara- 
tively safe confines of school walls during the busy 
part of the day. These children will now be at play 
for the next two months or so and the course of their 
play will likely carry them into the town’s streets at 
times of the day when they normally wouldn’t be 
there. This situation calls for some additional care 
on the part of guardians and motorists for it is with 


them that great responsibility rests for the safety of 
these children. 


It will be necessary if maximum traffic safety is to 
be maintained, for guardians to caution the young- 
sters on the need for extreme care while crossing 
streets and for the motorist to exercise more than or- 
dinary care. The satisfactory outcome of the summer 
holidays from an accident standpoint will probably de- 
pend more on the motorist than either the guardian 
or the child because while the guardian will try to in- 
struct carefully, the attention of children in safety 
matters is fleeting. It is only as we grow older and have 
suffered a few bumps that we attain a healthy regard for 
personal safety.

States, but abroad as well. As President Bisenhower 
had the last word and could have said it to save them 
from the electric chair he Is coming in for a good deal 
of abuse from certain quarters. 

Some attempt has been made to compare their 
case with that of the Italian immigrants, Sacco and 
Vanzetti, some 26 years ago, who were executed after 
being convicted of murder during an armed robbery. 
But there is no similarity between the two cases at all. 
The judge who presided over the trial of these two men 
was grossly unfair and prejudiced, admitting evidence 
that was not relevant to the case and excluding import- 
ant evidence that was, and the handicap stuck to the 
accused pair right until the last. 

On the other hand the Rosenbergs’ trial was scrup- 
ulously fair, and one of the chief witnesses against them 
was Mrs. Rosenberg’s brother, who was implicated in 
the crime of passing atom bomb secrets in the plant 
where he worked to his sister, who in turn passed them 
ontoa Russian agent. It is almost impossible to believe 
that the brother would have given evidence that impli- 
cated her, and her husband, unless it was true. 

Almost all the opposition to the executions arose 
from Communist groups in various countries who natur- 
ally are opposed to the law doing anything to the Com- 
munist supporters. The only ground for leniency is 
the fact stated—that peacetime executions for giving 
military secrets to another country had never been car- 
ried out before. But the Rosenbergs were guilty of 
passing on secrets that advanced the Soviet’s know- 
ledge by two years of how to make atomic bombs, hav- 
ing regard also to the data furnished by the Anglo-Ger- 
man spy, Emile Fuchs, with whom the Rosenbergs were 
associated. Their crime was a very terrible one be- 
cause it is only because the workings of fate have so 
far prevented the outbreak of war, that atomic bombs 
have not been dropped on American cities and caused 
the extinction of not two, but perhaps 200,000 lives.

TOO MANY CARELESS DRIVERS. 

While public authorities are to be commended for 
their work in encouraging, and insisting upon, safe driv- 
ing practices, there is one phase of the program not 
getting the attention it deserves. And that one aspect 
involves the question of light dimming. 

For some unaccountable reason a large percentage 
of motorists—many of whom religiously observe the 
highway safety regulations—seem loathe to lower the 
lights of their cars while passing other vehicles on the 
roads. This tendency to ignore the “dimmer” button 
located in most cars on the floor-boards near the clutch 
—Sseems to be growing. 

This business of cars passing each other in oppos- 
ite directions with headlights full aglare is dangerous. 
It temporarily blinds the drivers of the cars and rele- 
gates the operation of passing to the category of “more 
by good luck than good management.” 

Glaring headlights are a positive menace when 
cars pass each other on the highway. They have been 
the cause of many needless accidents and will be the 
cause of as many more unless motorists make it a habit 
of lowering their lights when they see other cars ap- 
proaching. 

The regulation regarding lights is a difficult one 
to enforce. The full co-operation of all car drivers is 
essential if this dangerous practice is to be discontinued. 
For our money, people who neglect or refuse to use 
their “dimmer” switch are as great or greater a menace 
as are 80-mile-an-hour drivers and those who pass other 
cars on curves.

SURVIVAL OF A SURVIVAL 

There is a bit of the child in all of us, which explains 
why some people capitalize on their peculiarities. Cer- 
tain stage characters, for example, exploit large noses 
or ears—thereby appealing to the child in their audionc- 
es. Slightly different in approach but not in purport are 
Mr. Lester Pearson and Mr. Joseph Smallwood in their 
self-press-agented “feud” over who was first to wear 
a bow tie—since their primary appeal is apparently to 
the child in themselves. The technique of mutual rail- 
lery is always a good trick for a politican, whether Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister or Provincial Premier. Some- 
times if even picks up a few votes for the party, which 
neither may find amiss come August 10. 

As to who was first, anybody with access to his 
great-grandfather's tintypes might think he had the 
answer, since the same sort of necktie rivalry was going 
on then. But even in those days they were wearing 
hand-me-downs from the knotted muslin worn by Beau 
Brummel; and Beau Brummel in turn picked up the 
fashion from the Royal Croatian Regiment which served 
in the time of Louis XIV. And just as cravat is a corrup- 
tion of Croat, so the article as we know it is a corruption 
of the lace-edged fluffery worn by those seventeenth 
century warriors, which at least had the virtue of shoo- 
ing the flies off. 

At its best, therefore, the bow tie is a corruption of 
a corruption—or, to put it more gently, a survival of a 
survival. If its original version served to distract atten- 
tion from the adam’s apple, the current version can 
serve to distract attention from something else. There 
may be portent in the fact that it has become an election 
symbol.

Results ofa new experiment show 
that whole milk can be kept in 
the average home freezer for as 
long as six weeks without losing 
its flavor, 

Michigan State College scientists 
GM. Trout and J.C. Boyd stored 
milk in paper containers in deep 
freezers for extended periods, vary- 
ing the temperatures, times and 
types of milk. 

They found homogenized and pas- 
teurized milk stored at 20 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit, keeps its 
flavor remarkably well for six 
weeks. They also found milk stored 
at under 33 degrees above zero in 
an ordinary refrigerator keeps its 
flavor and sweetness from two to 
six weeks, but deteriorates rapidly 
in temperatures over 33 degrees 
The average home refrigerator op- 
crates at slightly more than 40 
degrees above zero.

Be casual, relaxed and matter 
of fact about giving the medicine 
--don’t anticipate trouble: 

Don’t be afraid to use Juice, 
syrup or soda if the medicine itself 
does not have a pleasant taste ~- 
mixing it with something sweet 
in no way affects the strength of 
the dosage. 

Don't use threats, intimidation 
or force to get it into his mouth; 
and don’t bribe the child or let 
him blackmail you -- you may get 
the medicine down this way, but 
it is no way to build character. 

Don't try to corner the poor 
youngster, tower over him and 
give him the feeling he is being 
attacked --get down on his level 
and the whole task is easier for 
both of you. 

Be ready to talk about something 
pleasant, but if the child insists on 
talking about the medicine be 
honest with him and explain why 
he must take it. 

Don’t prepare the medication in 
front of the child -- do it in an- 
other room preferably. 

If you can catch him busy at 
play so much the better. 

And remember, many of the me- 
dicines prepared for children to- 
day have a much more pleasant 
flavor than the castor oi] you may 
recall with horror from your own 
childhood.

The new Premier of France is 
a triple-threat man--soldier, indus- 
trialist and politician. 

Sixty-three-year-old Joseph Lan- 
lel--member of a wealthy Norman 
family---has been director of a tex- 
tile firm at Vimoutiers for 43 years. 

He was a captain of artillery in 
the first world war, and won three 
medals and four citations. He join- 
ed the underground in world war 
two and was one of the founders 
of the Natrona) council of resist- 
ance. He also was a member of the 
Maquis underground and was awar- 
ded the resistance medal in 1946. 

He began his political career as 
mayor of Notre-Dame De Courson 
and became General Councillor of 
the province of Calvados in 1919 
He became deputy in parliament for 
Lisiéux in 1932 and has been in 
the lower house virtually ever since 
specializing in economic and fin- 
ancial questions, He was sub-secret-

Port Perry Doctor Saves Life 
By Massaging Tot’s Heart 


Dr. Ray Pilkey performed an 
‘outstanding medical feat recently 
when at his office in Mt. Joy, he 
brought back to life, four-year-old 
Mary Percy, whose heart suddenly 
stopped beating while she Was 
undergoing a minor operation, Dr. 
Pilkey made a small incision in her 
chest and massaged her heart. 

The child had been brought by 
her mother, Mrs. Dean Percy and 
given a mild anesthetic. The doctor 
was berg assisted by Miss Henri- 
etta Percy, an aunt of the child 
and was lancing an infection in her 
neck caused by swollen glands. The 
operation was over and the doctor 
was applying the dressing when the 
child’s heart stopped beating. 

Dr. Pilkey quickly made an in- 
cision in her chest large enough to 
yeach her heart which he was able 
to massage into action again in 
about 15 seconds. It stopped again, 
but the doctor continued the mas- 
saging and in less than @ minute 
her heart was going. Dr. Pilkey had 
never used the technique before, 
but had studied it a great deal in 
medical journals. 

Waiting in the doctor's outer of- 
fice, the child’s mother was all 
unaware of the drama which was 
going on inside until informed by 
the nurse. 

The child was removed at once 
to the Sick Children’s Hospital. 
Dr. Pilkey is a graduate 
Markham high school and the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and is well- 
known in Stouffville and district. 
He interned at the East General 
Hospital before serving in the ar- 

med forces.

Ready To Sign 
Armistice 
Without South 


The U-N has told the Commu- 
nists in Korea to face up to some 
of the facts of fe. 

Namely, . the 27-thousand anti- 
Communist North Korean prisoners 
released by the South Koreans 
have by now melted into the cl= 
vilian population. It is “impossible” 
and “unrealistic” to expect them 
all to be recaptured, 


The message to the Communists |\ 


---signed by Supreme U-N Com- 
mander ‘Mark Clark ---also said 
the U-N is not responsible for the 
release of the prisoners. 

General Clark said the Commu- 
nists should recognize these hard 
facts and get on with the busineess 
of signing a truce. 

The Clark letter indicated that 
the U-N is ready and willing to 
sign the Armistice whether South 
Korean President Syngman Rhee 
likes it or not, Clark suggested an 
immediate meeting of the truce 
delegates at Panmunjom. This con- 
ference, he said, would make final 
arrangements for the five-nation 
neutral _ commission to take 
charge of prisoner repatriation . - 
and an effective date for the 
cease-fire could then be set. 

Olark also wrote, “The U-N com- 
mand will, to the limit of its 
ability, establish military safe- 
guards ‘to insure that the armistice 
terms are observed 

Observers take this to mean that 
the U-N is ready to sign at any 
time regardless of Rhee’s accep- 
tance Clark delivered the note to 
th U-N truce camp at Munsan 

Clark and President Eisenhower's 
personal trouble-shooter, Walter 
Robertson, had failed earlier in the 
day to reach an agreement with 
President Rhee that would enable 
the U-N to guarante South Korean 
cooperation.

Standpipe Sought 


Overall Pressure 
Said Objective 


W. B, Redfern, Toronto engineer, 
was instructed this morning by the 
Board) of Water Commissioners for 
the Town of Lindsay to prepare a 
final report with complete cost es- 
timates for the erection of a new 
half-million gallon elevated water 
storage tank in the East Ward. The 
estimated cost 1s in the neighbor- 
hood of $210,000.00. 

Mr. Redfern, in speaking to this 
tmorning’s meeting, said the report 
he had brought today was not com- 
plete, that he had wanted to talk in- 
formally once more with the Board. 

He showed a plan of the town's 
water system, showing the existing 
250,000-gallon standpipe. which was 
built around 1930, and the position 
of the proposed new one. : 

One of the faults at present, said 
Mr. Redfern, is that the town 
doesn’t get proper overall water 
pressure. ‘“The feeder mains are not 
large enough,” he said stressing 
that Lindsay uses well over a mill- 
ion gallons of water per day. 


He spoke of a reservoir that was 
being erected in the city of Hamilton 
oh the mountain, that will hold 35,- 
000,000 gallons. He stated that most 
towns aim at having at least a day’s 
supply of water in storage. = 

He showed on the plan the spot 
where in his opinion the new tank 
ought to be built, in the Colborne 
Street Area in the East Ward. It 
was the highest point in the im- 
mediate area. As for the old ceme- 
tery property the Board had 
Suggested earlier, he said it 
“was out of the question since too 
long a main would be needed to 
service it from Logie Street.” 

Mr. Redfern said that the new 
tank “would care for the whole East 
Ward, and the tank would be yal- 
uable to the whole town.” 

He said that a larger main is 
needed to the existing tank on Jane 
Street, He said a 12-inch main would 
be best, and about 6600 feet could 
be laid at the cost of $52,000. Anoth- 
er connecting main would cost 
$8,000. 

He told the Board that a hali- 
million gallon tank would cost $150,- 
000, one slightly smaller about $130,- 
000, and a quarter-million gallon 
tank, the same as present one, $85,- 
000. 


Mayor Charles Lamb said the| 


town “ought to have a day's supply 
of water in storage. The Town is go- 
ing ahead. We ought to build big 
enough to look ahead to the future 
. «. We'll need it.” 

Mr. Collins said that the “Mayor 
thinks we should have a larger tank 
than half-million gallons”. 

Mr. Redfern said that “ground 
storage is cheaper than elevated 
Storage. If in five years, he said, 
the néw filtration plant was built, a 
good size reservoir would be part 
of it. “From-an engineering stand- 
point, I’d be happy to see the half- 
million, along with the present quar= 
ter-million tank. The present one is 
too small, but it would be more use- 
ful with the larger mains.” 

*Mr. Collins brought up the point 
that at night when consumption 
was down “we have to pump. . . 
and if we had somewhere to pump 
it... 

“The present tank isn’t enough”, 
said Mr. Redfern. 

Mr, Collins stated that the 
Board “didn’t want to build a new 
tank and find out in the future 
we didn’t need it.” - 

Mr. Redfern assured him that 
Lindsay needed “more elevated 
storage.” 

Mayor Lamb said “Suppose the 
Goodrich Rubber people come. 
They'd use a lot of water. Why not 
build it large enough. Possibly in 
the near future.” 

“Yes, you'd be in good shape. If 
an industry asked for 200000 gal- 
lons a day it would be a question of 
whether you could filter it. Brings 
up the question of a new filtration 
plant,” the engineer stated. 

Mr. Collins felt that) “if consump- 
tion of water stays up — T think 
the Board can finance the new 
tank." 

“Money spent on water,” said 
the Mayor, “is money well spent. 
We all know we will have to have 
a new filtration plant soon Will 
this half-million gallon tank tie 
in and be useful with the new 
plant?” 

Mr. Redfern said it would. 

The engineer said the tank at 
Jane Street was 119 ft. 8 in. high 
The new one would have to be, he 
said, 125 ft. high. The present tank 
is fed by 8 in. feeder main, which 
“is not large enough, and doesn’t 
give good service to people east of 
the river, Your water storage 1s 
inadequate for present consump- 
tion.” The new standpipe would 


be fed by 16- and 12-inch mains. 
He said there would be one-and- 
* 


three-quarter miles between the 
two tanks, 

Mr. Collins wanted to know whem 
it would be wise to start, if per-~ 
haps winter weather would halt 
operations. 

Mr. Redfern stated that with the 
steel situation it would probably be 
next summer before the tank could 
be obtained, even if tenders were 
let in a month's time. 

Mr. Collins asked Mr. Redfern 
that he give the Board a complete- 
cost estimate, that would include 
the whole price of everything, fee 
ete, 


“That $210,000 covers everything”, 
said the engineer. He thought that 
Horton and Dominion Bridge would 
probably tender for the job, though 
the cement footings for the tank 
could be tendered for by local con- 
tractors. “Possibly a $15,000 job”, 
he thought. 

Mayor Lamb felt that “if it is 
going to take a year to get the 
tank we ought to ge started right 


| away.” 
| Mr. Sinclair felt that it was “a 


necessary thing. We have some 
money to work on.” 

Mayor Lamb said that he 
“would go back to Council and 
tell them to leave the Water Board 
alone . . .they can get along with- 
out the money from the Board”. 

“We've been saying money to 
avoid a large debenture issue,” said 

Whatever monsy was spent on 
the tank. the Mayor felt, since it 
was needed, that “the people of 
Lindsay understand the need for 
water.” 

The Board along with Mr. Red- 
fern went to the East Ward this 
morning to look over the site of . 
the proposed tank 

Tt is understood that the Water 
Board instructed Mr. Redfern to 
go ehesd with final plans and a 
complete estimate of the costs, 
Soon as possible.

Lindsay's Industrial Commission- 
er, Dan McQuarrie, told “The Post” 
Friday that he has it on good au- 
thority that the plant formerly 
owned by the Babee-Tenda people 
has been sold. 

The industrial commissioner says 
that although he has tried on numer- 
ous occasions to get & buyer for the 
plant, he was not successful. He 
states that the deal was closed in 
Toronto but that the report of its 
sale seems authentic enough. 

Mr. McQuarrie says he expects, 
from what he can learn, that the 
new owners of the factory will en- 
gage in woodwork manufacturing of 
some sort. His Toronto contact de- 
clined to enlarge upon the tramsac- 
tion and didn’t reveal the name of 
the purchaser. 

The plant, located on Wellington 
St., just east of the bridge, has been 
{dle since the Babee-Tenda comp- 
any ceased operations several 
months ago. 


Tasty In Salads 
Not In Crops 


While some cooking authorities 
claim that Purslane @ortulaca 
Oleracea) or Pursley or Wild Por- 
tulaca is tasty in salads, if cer 
tainly is not to the average gat- 
dener’s taste. Resembling @ flat- 
tened red-stemmed rubber plant 
with small yellow flowers, purslane 
seems to haye more lives than 
the proverbial cat. Cut off from its 
roots, turned upside down and left 
jn hot sunlight, this tenacious 
weed will live for weeks and con- 
tinue to mature seeds. It is so 
prolific one plant can produce sixty 
thousand seeds. It is no wonder it 
seems to grow faster than you can 
kill it. 

Purslane can be controlled. Seeds 
are its only way of increase so after 
cutting just below the soil surface 
the plants should be raked up for 
disposal. After toiling in the hot 
sun the gardener may wish to 
consign them to a hot spot. An 
incinerator is a good substitute. 
'The farmer can get some good from 
them by feeding to pigs or sheep, 
but the main thing to remember is 
“Don’t leave them lying around 
to mature seed’. 

Where susceptible plants are 
absent, 2, 4-D sprayed on at the 
rate of 6 to 10 ouncese of acid per 
acre in early July will kill most of 
the Purslane and stop it going to 
seed. A repeat spray a month later 
will finish the job. Fortunately this 
weed is an annual and if prevented 
from going to seed it will soon 
disappear. -Agricultural News.

As led the editorial, “How long 
can Britain’s position in the Cabinet 
of nations be sustained by an old 
man’s spurts of energy, an old man’s 
flashes of brilliance, and old man’s 
moments of wisdom, and an old 
man’s bursts of activity?”

Elderly People Don't Just Die 

Of Old Age, But From Diseases 

Some years ago I met a middle- 
aged intelligent man who told me 
he had just read a book in which 
it was stated that there was no need 
for physicians as whatever happen- 
ed to an individual was bound to 
happen despite any treatment or 
non-treatment. That when we were 
born there were three layers vf 
tissue which had to do with the 
growth and development of certain 
tissues and organs, the outer tissues 
for example, haying to do with the 
skin, heir, nails, hearing and eye- 
sight, and the other layers with the 
rest of the body. The book also 
stated that the various tissues 
would live their life out and man 
would die when his. tissues were 
worn out. 

I was about te discuss with him 
how the life span had been length- 
ened to twice its former length, that 
immunity to disease was now es- 
tablished, that formerly fata] dis- 
eases such as diabetes and per- 
niclous anemia were now under 
control and these individuals often 
lived the normal life span, but I 
felt that he was so definitely squar- 
ed away for life, with this philos- 
ophy, that there was nothing I 
could do to prove his theory ab 
variance with the known facts of 
scientific medicine, that I would 
be wasting my time though I do 
mot dislike an argument 

As some may think the body 
grows old of itself and illness and 
disease have little to do with aging 
and death, it might be well for us 
to read about this from Dr. Ernest 
P. Boas in his book “Treatment of 
the Patient Past Fifty’. 

“All changes in the structure of 
the body found in the aged are 
mot signs of senescence (growing 
old). The older the person, the 
greater the years of his exposure to 
external insults (illness, accidents) 
and the greater the possibility that 
the body will show scars of these 
illnesses and accidents. Often it 
is difficult to distinguish between 
the phenomenon of pure aging and 
superimposed disease--a disease 
process that may be increased by 
the aging of the tissues. Fractures 
of the hip are common in old per- 
sons, the bone becomes thin and 
brittle, the aged person hag lost 
some of his balance and resilience. 
Although aging plays its part, the 
actual fracture was an accident, it 
is not due to aging.” 

Examinations of the bodies of 
old people always show actual cause 
of death through symptoms were 
not observed during life. 

What do we learn from the 
above facts? Dr. Beas points out 
that physicians dealing with older 
patients should always be on the 
alert to distinguish between dis- 
eases and aging instead of just 
considering that the bodies of tne 
aged are running down. 

The attempt should be made to 
keep well each aging individual 
and the physician should try to pre- 
vent chronic diseases in the aged 
as he does acute illnesses in the 
young. ~ 


of Curing Pain 
From Ruptured Disc in Spinal Neck 
Region 

Until about five years ago. when 
speaking of injury to nerves is- 
suing from the spinal cord, we were 
reading about damage to lower 
back nerves, rupture of disc, or 
cushion between bones of spine. 
caused by falls or blows and 1e- 
sulting in low back pain and séintl- 
ca. 

I more recent years we have 
been reading and hearing about 
injuries to nerves issuing from 
upper part of the spinal column, 
that is in the cervical or neck re- 
gion -- pain in lower part of neck, 
followed by more severe pain in 
the shoulder and arm, and some- 
times in region of collarbone and 
breastbone. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs. Glen 
Spurling and Ludwig H. Seger~ 
berg, Louisville, Ky,, describe this 
pain as aching and boring in 
quality and is usually most in- 
tense in the deep tissues of the 
arm, midway between the should- 
er and the elbow. Occasionally the 
pain radiates into the forearm but 
more often there is numbness and 
tingling below the elbow on the 
thumb side of the hand and fin- 
gers. 

The pain is usually increased by 
eee 
caygeon and held Walkwoods to 
eight hits.

moyements of the neck, by cough- 
ing, sneezing and straining it is 
worse at night and often interferes 
with sleep. Pain is often relieved by 
the upright position and waiking. 
Placing the arm above the head 
sometimes brings relief. 

I have written before of relief 
obtained in these cases of injury to 
the discs or cushions between 
bones of neck --spinal bones --by 
wearing a high cardboard collar 
which lifts or keeps head high 
aboye shoulders and, when sleep- 
ing, to sleep with arm of painful 
side stretched out sideways from 
shoulder at the height of the 
shoulder. 

Aside from the patient's state- 


ments regarding pain, the diagnuo- 
sis is made by a physician find- 
ing stiffness in the neck part of 
the spine, producing pain by for- 
cible movements of the head down- 
ward, backward or sideways. Pain 
is relieved by extending the spine 
straight upwards, 

Treatment used with success by 
Drs. Spurling and Segerberg is 
stretching of the neck by mechanti- 
cal means for two hours at a time 
followed by one hour of rest; 8 
hours sleep with no stretching 
(traction and this treatment car- 
ried on for 7 to 10 days. If this 
method fails to give relief, oper- 
ation is performed in which the 
cushion or disc is removed as is 
done with ruptured disc in lower 
back. 

In the 110 cases reported by Drs. 
Spurling and Segerberg, 77 res- 
ponded to the fraction treatment. 
Twenty-three of the 33 patients 
undergoing operation were cured, 
and the other 10 obtained good re- 
sults, that is, they were greatly 
improved.

Protecting The Skin 

From Severe Sunburn 
A young man consulted his phys!- 
cian about a sore on his lower lip 
and was surprised to lear that 
it was caused by the sun. He was 
advised to put some thick colorless 
lipstick on the sore and on the 
whole lip and also to wear a hat 
with a broad brim pulled down 
over his eyes. With this protection 
from the sun and with no further 


appeared. © 

In the Medical Journal of the 
United States Armed Forces, Drs 
C. D. Bell and *W. F. Mazzone state 
that repeated exposure to sunlight 
is an occupational hazard for navy 
personnel. The medical] term they 
give it is “heliodermatitis,” some- 
times referred to as “sailors skin.” 
Tt is seen chiefly in the habitually 
uncovered areas of the body. A 
peculiar mottled bluish whiteness 
appears on the lower eyelids ,cheeks 
backs of the hands and other areas. 
This background is etched by tiny 
dilated blood vessels; the number 
of these dilated blood vessels mul- 
tplies if exposure continues. The 
skin becomes thin, lax, and without 
luster except on the back of the 
neck where it is greatly thickened. 
Here the wrinkles deepen into fur- 
rows. Eventually small scaling pat- 
ches appear which become small 
hard lumps, which may develop 
into skin cancers. 

“Persons prone to sunburn, espec- 
jally those who blister, are more 
readily affected and among these 
most susceptible are the red-haired 
freckled types.” The actinic band 
of sunlight, around 3,000A, is re- 
Sponsible for the damage to the 
skin, 

Drs. Bell and Mazzone discuss 
Preparations that are used for pro- 
tection against sunlight and say 
that para-aminobenzoic acid totally 
absorbs the ultra violet light be- 
tween 2.600A and 3,130A. Because 
it has no action below 2,600A, it 
will not prevent the initial or first 
burning of the skin, nor prevent 
darkening of the skin already pre- 
Sent. Because para-aminobenzoic 
acid is not easily adaptable to com- 
mon ointment bases, the sodium 
salt or para-aminobenzoic acid is 
fused because it Js soluble in both 
alcohol and water and can be in- 
Corporated into usual or standard 
pharmaceutical preparations.

A little suggestion about protect- 
ing the lower lip by thick Mpsick 
and a wide brimmed hat may pre- 
vent burn of the lower lip which 
might turn into skin cancer, 


_ Pain In Abdomen 

Many men and women and young 
adults, when pain or uneasiness 
oceurs in abdomen, begin to think 
of various diseases likely to be pre- 
sent. When they consult their phy- 
sician they may find it hard to 
properly describe their symptoms. 

In Postgraduate Medicine, Dra. 
Paul L. Shallenberber and Paul B. 
Kerr, Department of Gastroenter-» 
ology, Guthrie Clinic and Robers 
Parker Hospital. Sayre, Pa. state: 
“Vague abdominal pain or distress 
is a common and, frequently, puz- 
ziing symptom. When it is assoo= 
ijated with a history of bowel irreg- 
ularity, such as constipation, col- 
itis (diarrhoea) or some equally 
vague terms, the underlying dis- 
order is most frequently due to 
some alteration in the stomach and 
intestine function (not organic dis- 
ease).” 

Because the symptoms so often 
resemble organic disease~--ulcer, 
cancer, gallstones--surgical operat- 
jon may be performed When sure 
gery is not performed and tha 
patient has had the symptoms for 
a long time, Drs. Shallenberger and 
Kerr state that functional condit- 
fonal (disturbance in the working 
Processes of an organ but no disease 
of the organ itself) is likely. 

“This functional bowel disease or 
group of symptoms (syndrome) is 
the least understood and most fre- 
quently missed diagnosis in our 
clinical practice.” This syndrome 
may involve the stomach, the small 
and the large intestine (colitis) 
affecting mot only the digestive 
juices but movements of stomach 
and intestines. Thus in the colon 
Qarge intestine) there may be 
tightening or constriction of the 
muscles of the walls of the colon-- 
constipation--or an excessive 
amount of mucus (mucus colitis or 
Giarrhoea). 

AS\stated often before, tension 
and emotional disturbances are the 
‘most frequent causes of symptoms 
in stomach and intestines. Thess 
physicians remind us that we may 
all haye symptoms when under 
chronic emotional stress, together 
with frequent urination and diar- 
Thoea. 

While diet is important in bowel 
activity, the bland diet [concent- 
tated food) with little roughage may 
cause constipation and the “rough” 
diet--salads, whole grain cereals-- 
aggravate the abdominal discomfort 
Insufficient water intake may pro- 
duce hard dry stools. “Ths worst 
habit is that of chronic abuse of the 
bowel by use of laxatives, enemas, 
and the otherwise useful colonic ir- 
tigations.” ” 

The treatment suggested is (1) 

psychic, (@) genersl---diet and 
drugs. 
Psychis--finding cause of ghronio 
anxitey and helping patient to ac- 
quire calmness of spirit by thorough 
physical examination, including 
X-ray and food tests, to show no 
organic disease present. © 

General--avoid use.of Epsom salts 
and enemas which completely 
empty the bowel, leaving nothing 
for the bowel muscles to grip and 
so strengthen themselves. Eating 
all round meals including fruits and 
vegetables, and mild laxatives if 


necessary.

“The tax Wag collected”, said Ald. 
McQuarrie, “but was never paid the 
government.” 

He continued that the Committee 
“felt the bill ought to be paid, bus 
they didn’t want to touch the $1500. 
from the town, If paid in Install- 
ments there would be a 5 per cent 
interest charge, as well as a pen-~- 
alty fee, making the total over 
$1000. The committee feels the 
Town ought to pay it, but wonders 
where the money would come from, 
no matter who pays it.” 

“T think the arena committee have 

done a noble job’, said Mayor 
Lamb. “The town ought to pay it. 
The 1953 committee didn’t jncur 
it.”

all over Victoria county have met 
at the Court House here. They 
have, he said “introduced a card 
system. Land is being reassessed 
this year . . the buildings next 
year. I’m quite happy with the pro- 
gress.” 

Ald. Maidens congratulated Mr. 
Baty on his active intereset in the 
problem of reassessment. The May- 
or concurred in this, saying that it 
was “good of Mr. Baty to work 
seriously and hard on this’, 

Deputy-reeve Hick stated that 
“county council is very interested. 
The members are sincere. All the 
Reeves want to have their assessors 
attend every one of the meetings 
and are trying to have them do so.” 

Reeve Butler said that in the 
Township of Fenelon there were 
“some 1,400 cottages that are as- 
Sessed too low. Lindsay gave an 
honest accounting of its assessment 
and is having to pay for it,” 

Ald. Harrigan spoke of the low 
assessment on some other proper- 
tles in the county. 

Ald. Hick said “you're just grop- 
ing in the dark with many figures 
we get now from the county town- 
ships.” 

“Tf they came in here and took 
the assessment as they do in the 
county, we'd be paying on two mil- 
lions instead of almost six”, said 
Ald. Bruce Maidens. 

Deputy-reeve Hick was again 
most emphatic that the “county 
4s showing great interest.” 

Mr, Baty said that there was “no 
absenteeism on the part of mem- 
bers from the county at the assess- 
men meetings, Especially helpful is 
Warden Vincent Fee. In two years 
their assessment yardstick wil] be 
the same as ours!

Delegation of 
20 Witnesses 
From Here 


Lindsay Town will be represented 
by a delegation of 20 at the Inter- 
national Convention of Jehovah's 
witnesses, Yankee Stadium, New 
York Oity. Ronald D. Stephens pre- 
siding minister here and head of 
the delegation, announced today 
that, the group will travel by spe- 
cial train and by car to join more 
than 125,000 other witnesses of 
Jehovah in their 8-day convention 
opening July 19. 

Mr, Stephens pointed out that 
Jehovah's witnessees are coming 
from every province in Canada and 
nearly 100 counrties to participate 
in the largest religious convention 
ever to be held in America, Char- 
ter planes carrying delegates from 
Africa, Europe and Latin America 
will soon converge on New York. 
Large delegations from Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, and 
the Orient are already on the high 
seas. Some 16,000 Canadians are 
expected to attend. 

“Tt is significant in this materi- 
alistic age,” Mr. Stephens said, 
“that people will spend millions of 
dollars “for the privilege of as- 
sembling together to worship Je- 
hovah God. It will be a feast for 
the mind. on spiritual food. True 
faith in God is not declining. Je- 
hoyah’s witnesses annually report 
a world-wide increase of about 
20 percent in the number preach- 
ing, We expect thousands more 
will be baptized at the convention.”

In the year 1924 in the month 
of July, the church was moved to 
its present site by volunteer work- 
ers and teams of horses. It form- 
erly faced onto the road just oppo- 
site from where now stands 
the public school. The building 
then went under extensive re con- 
struction, 

St. George’s Church had beea 
associated with St. James’ Church, 
Fenelon Falls, prior to 1900 and 
with St. Paul's Anglican Church 
in Lindsay, during the time that 
the much beloved Canon Marsh was 
Rector of St. Paul's. Since 1936 
St, George has again been associat- 
ed with St. James’ Fenelon Falls, 
St. George's Church has been for- 
tunate in having staunch suppori- 
ers and faithful officers. Mr, 
Richard Naylor held office princip- 
ally as incumbents warden from 
the year 1910 until his death in 
1952. Mr, John Oakley and Mr. 
Thomas Oakley were each people's 
warden for many years; While Mr.

Open Foundation Pit In East 


Poses Problem 


“How many times do we haye to 
go over this to get some teeth in 
{t?”, asked Ald. Breese on Monday 
night when Mr. Baty. brought the 
matter of the still-open foundation 
in an East Ward house on which 
construction has apparently never

“If she puts up a 
sign that says “No Trespassing” and 
we go to her property, she can 
pinch us”

Deputy-reeve Hick, in reference 
to the three buildings in town tha’ 
council have discussed, sald "the 
owners haye all been notified. 1f 
in a certain time they do nothing, 
the town can step in and take act- 
ion”. 

Mr. Ellam said that the owners 
had all intimated that there would 
be no action taken.

It was moved and carried to refez 
the matter to the Town Solicitor 
AM, Fulton opefore any drastic 
action was taken, such as the de- 
molition of the offending structures. 

Dickering With Firm? 

The above discussion brought up 
the subject of the burned-out 
houses on Cambridge Street North.

He wanted a 
deed to a town-owned lot to the 
rear of the premises to be used 
for parking purposes for the new 
business. The town now rents the 
lot yearly to the factory behind the 
business section, and they store 
lumber in it, 

Mayor Lamb took great ex- 
ception to the idea of a deed to 
this lot being sold to any private 
individual, and there was red-hot 
discussion about right-of-ways, 
concerning the through-lanes that 
service the rear of business es- 
tablishments in the immediate 
areas of the lot in question. 

Ald. McQuarrie said that the 
“town should take steps to provide 
@ municipal parking lot. The con- 
gestion in Lindsay is very bad. 
Where the houses on Cambridge 
Street, which are going to be de- 
molished would be ideal or possibly 
an even larger space than there 
is there.” 

The Mayor agreed that a towr 
parking lot must be considered ser- 
jously in the immediate future. 


VLA Farmers 
Learn About 
Grass Farming 


On Friday night last approxi- 
mately 40 VLA farmers met at the 
Beef Pasture Demonstration Farm 
at Hartley. The various plots there 
were examined and Settlement 
Officer J. Wickett lead the discus- 
sion on the results obtalned. The 
different grasses and legumes were 
dealt with in detail and several 
bulletins were distributed on pas- 
ture mixtures and grassland farm- 
ing. Mr. Ray Weldon's pit silo was 
also examined. 

The group next visited the farm 
of Ivan Dewell, Cameron. Mr, 
Dewell gave a detailed explanation 
of how he handled ten acres of 
land that was a “run-out pasture” 
and which was doing “a good job 
of growing weeds but not pastur- 
ing many cattle. He had a bull- 
dozer in to get out stumps, put 
stone piles in fence corners and 
did some levelling. He fertilized 
well this spring, put in a good 
mixture of a long-term nature, 
and used one bushel of oats per 
acre for coyer crop, At present, 
both the oats and the new seeds 
are looking most promising. Wea- 
ther conditions have been ideal for 
this field. Mr. Dewell also told of 
getting in the maintainer, aiding 
drainage and grading up a lane, 

He remarked that he felt that 
“many overlooked the good work 
that could be done in this way The 
cost is very low, considering the 
work done, -just $3.00 per hour”.

cause many have become somewhat accustomed to the 
procedure, having gone through it before. 

The collection procedure adopted by the federal in- 
come tax department is, to say the least, surprisingly 
abrupt. According to those who are in the unfortunate 
position of still owing the government a little back tax, 
they receive a statement of account when they submit 
their income tax return advising them of the amount 
outstanding. This statement bears no time limit for 
payment and the debtor hears no more about it until 
a month or so later when he is confronted with a 15-day 
demand for settlement. 
and threatens dire consequences to the debtor if the de- 
mand is not met on schedule. These consequences in- 
clude the threat of garnishment of wages, a very ser- 
fous one indeed to be included in the first (and to all in- 
tents, last) demand for payment. 

This peremptory notice to pay up hardly seems 
justified in view of the fact that the government has col- 
lected most of the tax owing “in advance” from the wage 
earner. It has not allowed any interest for the use of 
the money it has collected in advance either, but threat- 
ens to levy a six per cent interest charge on the outstand~- 
ing debt if the demand for payment is not met. 

Doesn't it seem as though this is another case of 
the master being whipped by his servant? Should not 
some courtesy be shown to those who are paying the 


piper? What better time to have this situation threshed, 


out than on the eve of an election?

OTHERS SAY 


SHOULD ATOMIC INFORMATION BE RELEASED? 

Certain provisions of the U.S. Atomic Bnergy Act 
have been criticized with increasing frequency during 
the past few months. These are clauses which impose. 
secrecy, although it is not proposed that all clauses 
imposing secrecy should be deleted. The opinion has 
been expressed, however, that it is pointless, and may 
be dangerous, to continue withholding certain informa- 
tion from allies of the United States, from Soviet Russia, 
and from the public generally. 

Latest to express this opinion is‘Gordon Dean, re- 
tiring chairman of the U.S. Atomie Energy Commis- 
sion. Mr. Dean believes that the Russians should be told 
the approximate destructive power of the U.S. supply 
of atomic weapons, in the hope this would keep them 
from blundering into war because they had underesti- 
mated U.S. retaliatory power. He also believes that the 
U.S. should be able to give its allies knowledge about 
the size, weight, shape and explosive Yorce of atomic 
weapons that might be used in joint defence or retalia- 
tory operations. Furthermore, he thinks the public 
should be shaken out of its lethargy by information 
of comparative Russian and U.S. strength in atomic 
weapons. x 

Similar opinions have been expressed in the past 
by other officials of the AEC, notably Dr. Robert Op- 
penheimer, former chairman of its Advisory Committee, 
and one of the scientists who directed production of the 
first bomb. There is no suggestion that all atomic se- 
crets should be made puble. Mr. Dean has specified 
the information he believes should be released, and has 
offered his reasons for his belief in each instance. 
There is no intimation that he thinks the AEC should 
go further than that. 

We think this opinion eminently sound. No harm 
could come from the release of the specified information, 
and if it produced the results Mr. Dean envisions, it 


would be a wise and effective defensive measure, 
—Peterborough Examiner.

Graydon Raps Govt. Waste, — 
Says PCs Ready To Govern 


“The Progressive Conservatives 
have prepared and made ourselves 
ready to govern. This has been done 
department by department. We 
will be able to form a government: 
that will be a oredit to Canada 
and ourselves’, said Gordon Gray- 
aon, M.P. for Peel, at Olayton Hod- 
gson’s nomination meeting here 
Friday afternoon, 

As principal speaker of the day, 
Graydon declared that a P.O. gov- 
ernment under “our great leader- 
George Drew” would bring the 
“peace, prosperity and good gov- 
ernment that the people deserve.” 
Graydon, a Brampton lawyer and 
MP since 1935, is an ardent student 
of international affairs and a lead- 
ing spokesman for his party, 

Graydon had great praise for 
George Drew. He said no one has 
“eyer heen able to say that he isn’t 
honest, for there is no one straighter 
in public life. No one could say 
jhe could not nandle the job (of 
Prime Minister) when he got it.” 

The M.P. said he had ‘watched 
Hodgson develop and grow in his 
two terms as representative from 
this riding. “Clavt doesn't make 
speeches “for speeches’ sake, he 
always has something to say. No 
one is more highly esteemed in the 
House of Commons than Clayton 
Hodgson.” \ 

Mr. Graydon declared that the 
“work that Hodgson has done, not 
only in the front line, but in com- 
mittee with departments, has aided 
him to turn out as a well-balanced 
parliamentarian.” 

“This is a very important contest, 


There have been great changes in | 


public opinion, as shown by by- 
elections in the last four years’, 
Mr. Graydon stated. He opined 
that what the people haye shown 
in the by-elections, they will show 
in the general election. 

Mr, Graydon said that the pre- 
sent House was “overloaded, top- 
heavy and out-of-balance” with 
185 to 47 Libera] majority. “The 
people believe that that kind of 
government will undermine the free 
system we have in this country.” 
He said, continuing that it was a 
“giant political family monopoly 
similar to the Family Compact of 
over 100 years ago.” 

‘The speaker dwelt on what he 
called’ the carelessness, indiffer- 
ence, waste, extravagance and 
throwing-their-weight around” 
that the Liberal government in his 
mind was guilty of. 

He cited $12,000,000 loaned to the 
Ming Sung Co. to build seven ships 
which were “now up the Yangtze 
River ag far as the government 
knows.” He said the government 
had “taken out mortgages on 
the ships..even given the Canadian 
flags to fly. “Now, “he said,” they 
were probably in the hands of Chin- 
ese Communists, the “ships, mort- 
gages, flags, and the $12,000,000, 
were all up the river!” 

In speaking of the $24,678.00 the 
CB.C. spent to provide the people 
of Brazil with a radio broadcast, 
he said that it “was the most ex- 
pensive orchestra in Canada” and 
he hoped that the Brazilians en- 
joyed it and would return the fay- 
our. “Folks”, he said, “I’m all for 
the Brazilians. And I hope they were 
all listening, because if some one 
of them didn’t have their sets turu- 
ed on it was mighty expensive 
broadcast!” 

Ottawa’s new Central Mortgage 
and Housing building came under 
fire from Mr. Graydon also. He ac- 
cused the government of spending 
so much money-2,250,000.00 to build 
it, then turning around and spend- 
ing another $40,000.00 so the em- 
ployees would have a dance audit- 
orium, 

According to Mr. Graydon, the 
last straw was when they ripped 
up the dance hall floor, at a cost 
of §2,500, so “it'd be more resil- 
fent..{¢ wasn’t springy enough. 

Mr Graydon joked, “When my 


wife and I used to dance up near 
Brampton we didn't ask the gov- 
ernment to put bounce in the floor 
We put the bounce in ourselves,” 

Mr, Graydon took a dim view 
also of the $1929.10 per hour which 
he says the government now spends 
for long-distance calls, the 125 
economists they have in one de- 
partment and the Petawawa scan- 
dals. 

“The change is overdue...the 
change is coming. The two out- 
standing issues of this election are 
that the people are being taxed too 
much, and the government is wast- 
ing that tax money through waste 
and extravagance”, he daclared. 

Mr. Graydon says that personal 
income taxes will be automatically 
smaller when waste is cut from 
government spending. He also de- 
clared that Social Security and Nat- 
ional Defence “will be safe with 
the P.C. government”, 

‘To the rural members of his aud- 
fence, Mr, Graydon promised that 
a new P.O. government would find 
good markets for farm produce, 
saying that this was one of the 
most important issues. He empha- 
sized that whereas 20.8 per cent, 
a fifth, of Canada’s population re- 
sided on farms, only 13.6 per cent 
of the nationa) income came from 
that source,

New Express Road To Lindsay 


Premier Frost Sees Link 
Of Great Benefit To Area 


A new express highway between 
Newcastle on the south and Lind- 
say on the north was cited by 
Premier Leslie Frost Friday as one 
example of the province's highway 
extension programs now in pro- 
gress in this area. Mr. Frost was 
speaking at the federal nomination 
meeting of the Progreasive-Conser- 
vative party in this riding at the 
Academy Theatre, 

The premier reviewed other mat- 
ters under provincial Jurisdiction 
since his first election as premier of 
Ontario, Here is the text of his 
address: 

“Something over a year and 4 
half ago I appeared before a 
similar nominating convention in 
connection with the appeal then. 
being made by the Provincial 
Government to the people of On- 
tarlo. At that time I made the 
simple promise on behalf of my 
colleagues and myself to give good 
government to Ontario. 

“Since that time we have work- 
ed hard. These are some of the 
highlights of what has been ac- 
complished. 

“By agreement among the eleven 
governments in Canada, involving 
an amendment to the Constitution, 
universal Old Age Pensions at 10 
have become effective. 

“By the same agreement Old Age 
Pensions for needy persons at 65 
have become effective. 

“Ontario is the first and only 
province to introduce pensions for 
the totally disabled from 18 years 
to 65. 

“The St. Lawrence agreement 
has been signed and ratified and 
only awaits United States action, 

“Ontario has extended, on her 
own credit, housing to rural people. 

“Par-reaching plans for the es- 
tablishment of young farmers are 
in effect. 

“The ‘Federal-Provincial tax 
agreement, which is only the first 
step in rationalization of our tax 
structure, has been entered into, 
involving about a 3 per cent re- 
duction in corporation tax. 

“a mighty highway program is 
in operation which is very largely 
on a cash basis. 

“Municipal reform not only in- 
volving the Toronto metropolitan 
area, but all of Ontario effective 
January 1st, 1954, has been enact- 
ed. 5 

“With all of this is the loweset 
provincial taxation in Canada wita 
no sales tax or income tax, mul- 
tiple taxation largely eliminated 
and the lowest motor vehicle and 
gasoline tax in any comparable 
province. 

“This is no time or place to 
discuss the general implications of 
these measures, I should like, how- 
ever, to refer to the last two in 
relation to their effect on Victoria 
and Haliburton counties. 

“The road program in Ontario is 
necessitated by the vast increase in 
motor vehicle traffic. We have 
over 1,300,000 Ontario registrations 
and 6 million visiting cars a year. 
This year highway plans provide for 
over $153 million expenditures fin- 
anced largely on a cash basis. The 
present attack is on bottlenecks 
throughout the province, which if 
removed permit the easy flow of 
traffic to all points in the province. 
By-passes at London, Hamilton, 
Toronto, Belleville, Kingston, the 
opening of the Trans-Canada High- 
way and scores of other things are 
part of this program. In Victoria 
and Haliburton counties it in- 
cludes work on the Bolsover-Game- 
bridge cut-off, the extension to 
Kirkfield of the work on highway 
46, the Minden re-alignment, im- 
provement on the circle of ronds 
Carnarvon, Guilford, Haliburton, 
Donald, Gelert, Kinmount. The 
completion of the road Haliburton 
to Tory Hill. Large works on the 
roads Fenelon Falls and Bobcay- 
geon to Kinmount, Gooderham, 
Wilberforce, Bancroft, the 
surfacing of the road Omemee to 
Fowlers’ Corners, and last but not 
least, the new entrance into Vic- 
toria county by an express highway 
from Newcastle joining the new 
four-lane road. to Peterborough 
and Lindsay, There are scores of 
details which T cannot enumerate 
here. These improvements affect 
the whole Kawartha Lakes and 
Highlands of Haliburton area, 
but they are common to all that ts 
being done across the length and 
breadth of our great province. On- 
tarlo is a province on wheels, There 
are enough motor vehicles in this 
province to accommodate all of 
our 5 million people at one time. 
This is unparallelled in America 
except perhaps in California. What 
we are doing is a great investment 
which is now producing $100 mil- 
lion a year which we are ploughing 
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back with more into making On- 
tarlo the most attractive motoring 
area jn America. 

“Municipal reform 1s another 
great subject. Commencing Janu- 
ary Ist we are entering the field 
of unconditional grants and we are 
breaking new ground in Canada. 
Indeed, in all of America, New York 
State is the only area having any- 
thing comparable, This involved a 
great study of all of the problems. 
We analyzed municipal expendi- 
tures and levies and systems in 
vogue in any other jurisdiction in 
America, We set up a ‘Municipal- 
Provincial Committee and have 
largely followed their findings. 

“The new Unconditional Grants 
costing about $12 million will pro- 
vide about 10 1-2 per cent on 
township levies; 8 1-2 per cent on 
villages; 7 1-2 per cent on towns 
and over 7 per cent on city levies, 
The grants are based on popula- 
tion. 

“This should provide a measure 
of tax reduction for most of the 
municipalities in Ontario next 
year with very. marked effects, 
particularly in the less wealthy 
municipalities. In; Bexley for in- 
stance the net again is about 
$950.00; Emily rises from $432.00 to 
$2368. Mariposa from $675.00 to 
$4349.00. In Victoria and Halibur- 
ton counties the net gain will be 
over $40,000.00 which with the 
careful administration we have in 
both counties, will provide assis- 
tance by way of tax reduction to 
our ratepayers which will be very 
helpful. As I say, it is a new ap- 
proach unparallelled in Canada 
and in most of America to the 
problems of the real estate owner. 


Blames Troubles On Alcohol

One was that on June 11th at Lind- 
say he had obtained, through false 
pretenses, with intent to defraud, by 
means of a worthless cheque in 
the amoun of $530.00, a car valued 
at $1,325 from Kawartha Motor 
Sales Limited. The other charge 
was that he had uttered a forged 
cheque on June llth at Little Bri- 
tain in the amount of $14.00. 
Magistrate Philp convicted him, 
the sentence being six months de- 
finite and two months indefinite 
on first charge, and 4 months de- 
finite and one month indefinite on 
the second, the sentences to run 
concurrently. The Magistrate also 
recommended that he be treated at. 
Mimico for alcoholism 

Mr. Austin Street, president of 
Kawartha Motor Sales, in his 
evidence, told the eourt that at 
8 p.m. of the morning in question 
the accused had Come to buy 2 
ear. Mr. Street said that he him- 
self is ney to this community and 
didn’t know accused, but that he 
felt after talking to him, and since 
he understood accused came from 
Little Britain, he might have the 
car. Mr. Street, however, didn’t give 
up ownership card of the car, as 
accused was supposed to come in 
the next day. The accused’s cheque 
for $530.00 proved worthless the 
next day, as he had no account at 
the local Bank of Montreal. The 
accused, said Mr. Street, had com- 
pleted papers to pay the rest of 
the balance on the vehicle through 
finance. 

Mr. Street said the car was re 
turned to him when he picked it 
up at the Strachan Avenue police 
station in Toronto. 

The defence counsel .Mr J. 
Staples, asked the witness what 
condition the accused was in at 
the time of the vehicle’s purchase_ 
Mr. Street said that he was “dull 
. . . lethargic”.

Mr. McDonnell said that just af- 
ter accused left his garage he was 
suspicious of him and went out- 
side to take his licence number. 
There was no car in sight, and he 
said he thought the accused’s car 
was parked around the corner of 
the store across the street which 
accused entered. : 

Defense counsel had accused take 
the stand. He said that his crimes 
were “idiotic. drunken acts, I have 
tried several times to secure 


about it. When I was arrested I 
was headed for the Alcoholic Re- 
search Foundation on Avenue 
Road, I was going to phone Lind- 
say.” Accused also sald that there 
had been “no attempt to dispose 
of the car”, whicn ne sald he had 
had serviced. 

“T was 60 drunk I couldn't stand 
up. I hadn't eaten for three days. 
I was given medical attention in 
the jail here. I don’t remember very 
much. I have committed no crime 
when sober . . all my troubles 
come from drink”, the accused sta— 
ted. Accused said that in December 
1951, he had appeared in Lindsay 
court and Crown Attorney Jordan 
had sent him to Mimico for treat- 
ment, Accused said they “youldn’t 
treat me then. They sald I was too 
intelligent . . that I ought to be 
able to help myself.” 

Crown Attorney Jordan read 2 
Ist of convictions againsb the 
accused, dating back to 1926. They 
were for auto theft, dangerous dri- 
ving, forgery, uttering, fraud and 
false pretenses, 

The Magistrate asked accused 
where he lived. Accused answered 
that he coms from Toronto, has 4 
cottage at Scugog Lake and has 
been coming to Lindsay on and off 
for 30 years, He said he was an 
“accountant and salesman.” _ 

Magistrate Philip remarked that 
accused “must have a good phy- 
siqus to have been an alcoholic 
since 1926!” 

Defence Counsel Staples said 
there wasn’t much to say on the 
man’s behalf, except that the man 
wasn’t normal, and all his troubles 
stemmed from his elcoholism, 
“Accused requires medical treat- 
ment . . .perhaps Ontario hasn't 
it to give,” he said, going on that 
there was no criminaj violence in 
any of the charges the man has 
had, but a repetition of the same 
petty crimes. 

“With a record of that type, 
these matters cannot be overlook- 
ed: The man is an alcoholic, 
though I have never seen an alco- 
hotic go on for such a long period 
of time. Treatment for alcoholisnmy 
doesn’t guarantee a cure - we cant 
blame the province,” Magistrate 


Philp, declared, sentencing the man 
to six months definite and two 
months indefinite on the first

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As Harvest Nears Give | 
Garden an Extra Feeding 


The placement method of applying plant food Is efficient on summer 
sowings. 


As garden plants near their 
harvest period, vegetables, flow- 
ers and lawn will benefit by extra 
feeding, which will add size and 
color to the flowers, heavier yield 
and quality to the vegetables, 
and a thicker turf and deeper 
color to the lawn. 

Introduction of high analysis 
soluble plant foods and proof that 
when these are sprayed on plant 
leaves they are absorbed quick- 
ly and take rapid effect, afford 
a convenient method of giving 
border plants, especially, needed 
nourishment with the least 
trouble. 

For the amateur, a siphon 
which can be inserted into the 
hose line, to lift soluble plant 
food from the container in which 
it has been prepared, and mix it 
in the hose water, is a practical 
device. Careful attention must be 
given to the strength of the solu- 
tion, to ‘guard against all danger 
of burning green foliage. Manu- 
facturer’s instructions should be 
carefully observed to prevent 

is. 

The best time to apply soluble 
plant food is when the tempera- 
ture is less than 90 degrees, and 
on @ cloudy day rather than in 
the brightest sun. The addition of 
a wetting agent to the solution is 
helpful, if it has not been added 
by the manufacturer. Plant food 
may also be added to insecticide 


sprays. Experlence has shown 
that more frequent applications 
of small quantities give the best 
results, so there is never reason 
for taking any risk in using too 
strong a solution. 

When summer sowings are 
Mads in the vegetable gartien ta 
follow early vegetables wiich 
bave beep cleared off, it is just 
as important that plant food be 
provided as in the spring. : 

The placement method of ‘ap- 
plication, by spreading plant food 
in shallow trenches on both sides 
of the row where seed are sown, 
will give efficiency. 
Apply two te four pounds to’ 190 
feet of row. 

Make the plant food trenches 
about four inches deep at least 
two inches away from the seed 
drill Pour in the plant food even- 
ly, and cover with scil Then pro- 
ceed with the seed sowing. 

Tong S€ason crops, such as tee 
matoes, peppers, egg plant and 
others whith grow and besr 
throughout the summer, will be 
benefitted by extra feeding as 
harvest approaches. Those which 
bear fruit should be fed after the 
first fruits set. Pour liquid fer- 
tilizer on the soil around eace 
plant or use a tablespoonful of 
plant food worked into the tcp 
soil near the bese of each plank 
end well watered.

To Save Seed and Labor

For row crops, apply plant food 
of the drill in which seed are sown. 


The home gardener’s soil prob- 
lems are more like those of a 
florist than like a farmer's. The 
area he cultivates is so small, 

*he can afford corrective meas- 
ures that would be unprofitable 
in the cultivation of large acre- 


age. 
On a garden of 1,000 square 
feet a balanced commercial 


plant food application of six 
pounds per 100 square fect takes 
only 60 pounds. It would require 
2,612 pounds to fertilize an acre 
at this rate and there might be 
few farm crops on which such 
heavy feeding would pay. 

' But this feeding would raise 
even poor soil in a home vegeta- 
ble or flower garden to good 
fertility, and increase the yield 
and quality of the crop. The 
heavier the yield, the smaller 
the area needed to produce the 
required food, and this saves 
work, seed and other expense, 
Well fed crops mature faster 
and excel in tenderness and 
flavor, They also resist insects 
and disease, 

In most cases 4 pounds of 
plant food per 100 square feet 
should be applied to the garden 
soil at planting time. The meth- 
od used depends on the acidity 
of the soil. A test of acidity 
should be made when there is 
reason to believe your soil is 
acid. 

In neutral soils plant food may 
be spread evenly over the gar- 
den area and spaded in. This 
method should be followed in 
preparing flower borders and 
beds, including flowering bulbs. 
In the vegetable garden this 
method can be followed, but for 
row crops many prefer to apply 
plant food in bands on either 
Bide of the row. 

First stretch a line to mark 
the drill in which the seed will

in shallow trenches on each side 


be sown. On either side a few. 
inches away make a trench 4 
inches deep or so, and in each 
trench pour half a pint of plant 
food for each 25 feet of row, 
Cover this with soil and proceed 
with soil sowing. 


This trench method should al- 
ways be used in acid soil, or 
where there is reason to suspect ~ 
acidity. By concentrating the 
plant food it reduces the risk of 
much of it being made unavail- 
able to the plants by reason of 
soil acidity, Acidity is easily 
corrected by applying limestone, 
Potatoes and watermelons pre- 
fer slightly acid soil, but most 
vegetables grow well in neutral 
soil. Beets, asparagus, cauli- 
flower, muskmelon, parsnip and 
Spinach all demand a neutral 
soil for best results. 


It is possible to prevent the 


germination of garden seeds by 
applying materials rich in nitro- 
gen, such as poultry and hog 
manure, to the garden before 
sowing, These materials should 
be used with caution in small 
amounts and spaded under. . 
Having applied four pounds of 
plant food to each 100 square 
feet before planting the garden, 
the remaining two pounds is re- 
served for use as the crop ma- 
tures. It can be applied dry as a 
side dressing, or in liquid form. 
Soluble plant foods are useful 
for feeding growing crops, be- 
cause of the ease with which 
they can be applied, By using 
a siphoning device they can be 
mixed with the hose water, di- 
luted sufficiently as to avoid 
burning green leaves. It has 
been proved that plant leaves 
will absorb plant food and what 
does not fall on the leaves will 
reach the ground and sink in to 
where the roots can get it. 


Finding If Liver Symptoms are 
Due To Disease Or The Emotions 

From the standpoint of deaths 
from disease, the death rate for 
heart and blood vessel disease 
stands first and has been grad- 
ually increasing ‘owing to the len- 
gthening of the life span in men 
and women. However, from the 
standpoint of actual health, the 
diseases of the liver account for 
much il] health and unhappiness. 
This is not to be wondered at when 
we remember that the liver is noo 
only the largest organ in the 
body but does more jobs than any 
other organ. 

Although nature has endowed us 
with a liver that can withstand 
much abuse and much of it can be 
removed without endangering life, 
nevertheless. once it fails to do even 
one of its jobs, various symptoms. 
occur which must be corrected by 
medicine, diet, and even surgery to 
remove these symptoms. 

I have written before of the var- 
fous methods of learning the work- 
ing ability of the liver, one of which 
is the dye test which shows whether 
or not the liver is filtering out pol- 
sons or waste products from the 
blood. 

However, there are other condit- 
ions such as hardening of the liver 
cells and growth, such as cancer in 
which, heretofore, an operation 
was negessary to learn the condition 
of the liver cells. 

I have written before about the 
simple surgical methods of punch- 
ing out a small piece of the liver 
by means of a specially designed 
needle, This small surgical method 
is called biopsy. 

In “The Journal of the American 
Medical Asociation,” Drs. Victor M. 
Shorovind and JM. Blumberg, US. 
Army, give a history of biopsy 
which, while first reported in 1895, 
only came into general use in 1940 
These physicians make the follow- 
ing comments. Liver biopsy has now 
been demonstrated as a useful tool 
in the diagnosis and prognosis 
(ikely Outcome) of liver disease and 
also to estimate the progress of 
the disease, this method should 
result in material benefit to the 
patient in a wide Variety of circum- 
stances. 

What is equally important to 
physician and patient is finding dis- 
ease and the nature of disease pre- 
sent is that biopsy tells when the 
liver is normal. When liver biopsy 
is done im a patient with complaints 
and biological evidences of liver 
‘disease and yet no evidence of dis- 
eaSe is found by biopsy, it menas 
that the symptoms are likely to be 
caused by functional (mental and 
emotional) disturbances and not by 
organic disease of the liver. 


Importance of Weight To Health 

For many years I have been 
writing a weekly article on weight; 
il ig called, “Your Health and Your 
Weight," because reliable statist- 
ics show that nearly half the popu- 
lation in Canada and the United 
States is overweight, 

So important this matter of over- 
weight and underweight becomo 
in the opinion of physicians and 
our government bodies that Nation- 
al Weight-Height Surveys are now 
being made, the firs; one being 
made in Canada. 

In the Journal of the Canadian 
Medical Association, we read: “A 
national survey designed to find 
out the average weights for Can- 
adians of diffenent heights and ages 
lias been begun. Organized by the 
Nutrition, Division in cooperation 
with the Dominion Bureau of Stat- 
istics, the survey will cover a sample 
of Canada’s population of all ages, 
heights weights and racial extract 
ions in various parts of the country. 
The persons, several thousands in 
number, whose weight will be check- 
ed will have been picked by statist- 
ical selection to provide a represent- 
atlve sample of the entire Canad- 
jan population. Cities, town, and 
country areas will be included.” 

It so happens that the familiar 
welght-height tables in common 
use in schools and doctors’ offices 
sre based on studies in other 


countries with a Hmited number of 
/people. Most of the studies were 
made 30 or 40 years ago and are 
of unknoWwn value in their applicat- 
jon to the population as a whole. 
Lack of distinctive Canadian stand- 
ards fs a handicap in nutritionai 
studies, as height and weight 
changes may be the most import- 
ant single clue to the real physical 
condition of a person. 

When the study is completed, 
within the present year, the results 
should provide an up-to-date table 
sbowing how the weight of an in- 
dividual Oanadian of a certain 
height, age and sex compares witn 
the average Weight of other Can- 
edians of the same height, age, 
and sex. 

The World Health Organization 
and the Food and Agriculture Or- 
genization of the United Nations, 
in their endeavor to raise the stand- 
ard of health in all countries, has 
been trying to have various nations

Bathing The Eyes 

When an irritating substance 
gets into the eye and must be wash- 
ed out or the eye is very painful 
from any cause, hot bathing can 
be soothing and comforting. Wash- 
ing out the eye requires that the 
patient should be lying down, whe- 
ther patient is in hospital or at 
home. 

In the Practitioner, Dr. J, R. 
Mutch outlines the articles required 
{n a hospital: a towel laid upon the 
patient’s chest and another towel 
‘encirceling the head, a contained 
with the fluid that is to be used, an 
undine (small glass for bathing the 
eye), Kidney basin (half round), 
and cotton wool. 

The undine is filled with the 
fluid, the kidney basin is pressed 
against tHe cheek on the same 


side as the eye to b bathed, and 
the patient directed to tilt his 


head a little toward that side A’ 


little of the fluid is run’ from the 
undine on the back of the hand 
of the person doing the bathing. If 
the fluid is too hot for the back of 
the hand, it is certainly too hot 
for the eye. The eyelids are kept 
open, using the thumb and fore- 
finger of lft hand, and the fluid ts 
directed into the eye from & 
a height of about 6 inches. ‘The 
patient 1s told to look successively 
upwards, downwards, and to the 
right and Jeft. The fluid passes over 
the eye and is caught in the kid- 
ney basin. The lids are then wiped 
dry with cotton-wool, 

Recognizing that stich utensils 
aS undines or kidney basins are 
not usually available in the home, 
Dr. Mutch suggests the following 
substitutions for these utensils. 


teapot is quite suitable and instead 
of the kidney basin a small pud- 
ding dish can be used. 

Tm an emergency when any u- 
tensils are not available and the 
object “‘nust be removed at once, 
or soothing fluid used, it is sug- 
gested that balls of cotton-wool 
can -be dipped into the hot lotion’ 
and the fluid squeezed into the eye. 

‘By following th above simple 
procedures --patient lying on 
back, head tilted to side of eye to 
be bathed, the eylids sprad apart 
by thumb and forefinger of left 
hand, and fluid dripped or squeez- 
ed from cotton woo! dipped in the 
fluid, and the patient told to look 
in all directions, all parts of the 
eyeball can be reached by the bath- 
ing fluid, after which the eyelids 
ar wiped dry with cotton-wool. 

With th lids spread well apart, 
any little particle of dust or other 
substance can usually be observed 
and washed out by the solttion. 


Making Sure Of Diagnosis In 
Breast Cancer 

Cancer of the breast is becom- 
ing more common ,but cancer re- 
search workers state that this is 
because the life span has been so 
greatly lengthened that more 
women live to the cancer age than 
formerly, \ ; 

While breast cancer can be reach- 
ed readily by the usual methods- 
X-rays, radium, and surgery--nev- 
ertheless neglected breast growths 
can so invade the glands in the 
neighbourhood that early recog- 
nition of breast cancer is most im- 
portant if health is to be preserved 
anl life saved. 

T have written before of the three 
women reported by a surgeon who 
had believed they had breast cancer 
but refused to inform their families 
any of the above methods of treat- 
ment would haye interfered with 
plans of the family--a world’s tour 
among others. After returning home 
and consulting the surgeon it was 
found that the lumps in the breast 
were simply enlarged milk glands, 
completely devoid of danger, 

More recently I recorded the ad- 
vice of an outstanding cancer 
Specialist who suggested that wom- 
en of the cancer age (85 to 65) 


For the undine a cream jug or old’ 
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should feel their breasts time to 
time to see if any lump present 
and if so, whether or not it was 
increasing in size. 

In “American Surgeon’ ‘Atlanta, 
Ga, Dr HS. Storrs, reports a 
study of 203 breasts undergoing 
surgical operation between 1933 and 
1951. Of 79 cases diagnosed as can- 
cer before operation, only 55 (about 
70 per cent) proved to be cancer. 
Nineteen were some form of cyst. 
If the later cases of cancer were 
not included, the number of cases 
wrongly diagnosed would be much 
greater. 4 

In order that physicians and 
surgeons could be more sure of 
their diagnosis in breast cancer, 
Dr, Storrs suggests that biopsy 
(removal of 2 portion of the breast 
by a special type on punch needle) 
and examining it under the mic~ 
-roscope. ‘ ; 

To diagnose the early cases and 
thereby cure more cases of cancer 
a portion of all tumors (umps) of” 
the breast should be removed and 
examined microscopically. The ad- 
vantages of an excision biopsy 
with electro-surgery are obvious. 

A long as surgical removal of the 
breast remains the method of choice 
in breast cancer, blopsy removal 
should be used routinely in patients 
with solitary nodules (lumps), dis- 
charging nipples, and other breast 
conditions (in one breast) thas 
might be cancer.

Platycodon, or Chinese bell 
flower, grows in clumps two feet 
tall, bearing dainty bell Mowers 
of blue or white, resembling the 
Canterbury bells of spring, but 
having a much longer season of 
bloom, as they last from June 
until September. This is a favor- 
ite of old-time gardeners, and 
spreads from self-seeding. 

Veronica bears spikes closely 
set with small blue florets, and 
flowers from midsummer until 
fall, making an excellent color 
foll for brighter blossoms. Sto- 
kesia, or Stoke’s aster, bears 
large deep blue flowers resem- 
bling the annual aster, on bushy 
plants which thrive in dry, hot 
weather. 

These old-time favorites can 
be grown from seed, which can 
be started now in flats and grown 
outdoors until they reach flower- 
ing size next year, They are all 
perfectly hardy and need a mini- 
mum of attention, appearing each 
year at about the same time, and 
giving a long season of bloom. 

Another old timer which cannot 
be grown from seed is often 
called the perennial ageratim, 
but known to botanists as eupa- 
torium coelestinum, It bears 
large flower clusters of pale lav- 
ender blue, exactly resembling 
those of the annual ageratum, 
but the plant is much taller. It 
grows as a bush two or three feet 
across and 2 feet tall, and pro- 
duces abundantly during Septem- 
ber and October. It thrives in 
either sun or shade, and is easy 
to start from a root division, 
which you may get from a neigh-

Perimeter Heating 
Is Explained By 
Lindsay Dealer 


A new method of 
heating for homes has won the 
favor of homeowners, architects 
and builders across Canada, states 
Geo. W. McCrae, Lindsay heating 
equipment dealer.

1, there were 200 members in this 
Lodge and they took many prizes 
through the years on the 12th of 
July for the largest lodge, the best 
dressed lodge and the bsst Brass 
Band at parades held in Peterboro, 
Lindsay, Port Hope, Cobourg and 
Oshawa.”

Would Eliminate 
angerous Curves; 
Somerville’s idea 


A plan to overcome the hazards 
of the dangerous curves on the 
Lindsay-Cameron highway was ad- 
vanced in Somerville Council this 
month However, it is not a new 
plan. It was first advocated over 
30 years ago by the late Sir Sam 
Hughes when he was prominent 
in political circles. 

The scheme to eliminate the

SPEED THOSE MARKERS! 

The numerous accidents which have occurred at 
the Cambray cut-off corner on Highway 35, acccentuat- 
ed by the double fatality over the July 1st weekend, 
have brought pressure to bear on provincial authorities 
to have this area especially marked as a danger point. 
It is to be hoped that red tape will be slashed to a mini- 
mum and the signs put into position before another 
serious accident occurs. 

The dangerous curve (or curves) in question have 
long been recognized as being extremely difficult to 
negotiate at any speed above 30 or 35 miles per hour 
but this recognition has only existed among local resi- 
dents. For the traveller unfamiliar with their trea- 
cherous nature these curves have remained unmarked 
since the road was built a good many years ago. Isn't 
it a wonder that highway authorities haven’t acted on 
this situation long before now? Signs of apathy on the 
part of highways officials towards such conditions are 
the target of increasing criticism among residents of 
various parts of the province.

HAIR THAT LIKES TO STAND UP 

Printed barber-shop signs in Peterborough inform 
their patrons that hair cuts for men are 85 cents, for 
children fifty cents. Sitting in the chair during the lei- 
surely process of being snipped, one sees also hand- 
written signs. “Men’s Brush Cut, ist, $1.25”. “Brush 
Cuts, $1.09”. “Boy’s Brush Cuts 75c.” This gives one to 
think. 

Is this a subtle appeal to snobbery? Wear a brush 
cut and show you are a man of substance able and wil- 
ling to afford the higher price. Wear a cheap (?) cut 
and you are just a run of the mill oat. or worse, a cheap- 
skate, fit only to slink down side streets with a com- 
mon-garden cut. The thought of a hierarchy in hair 
cuts is disturbing. Is Canadian democracy losing its 
principles? 

If the brush cut is a sign of social distinction and 
means, we are afraid that its aristocratic touch is ex- 
tremely reactionary, reacting right back to the days 
when only that accident of nature called birth was the 
way to qualify for rank among the first families and of 
nobility, the days when a man could not pull himself up 
by his boot-straps beyond the position in life to which 
God had been pleased to call him. For if the $1.25 and 
subsequent $1.00 brush cuts are to become a mark of 
distinction, not money or power or family can secure 
it for a man. You see—and the barber says it, so it must 
be true—in order to qualify for a brush cut you have to 
have not only the $1.25 but also the kind of hair suit- 
able to it. Now, only nature provides the hair. You 
must have “good coarse hair; hair that like to stand 
up”. : 

As we sat in the chair, we mused about the demo- 
cratic structure of Canada and trembled for its mighty 
frame, perhaps to be brought crashing down by the 
snobbery of hair cuts. We were getting, by the way, 
just an 85 cent kind.—Peterborough Pxaminer.

Q. What can I do to furniture 
that has become so dried that it 
refuses to take a polish? 

A, Apply with a soft cloth a 
solution made of three parts lin- 
seed oil to one part turpentine. Af- 
ter this, wipe with a cloth which 
has been dampened with alcohol, 
and let stand for a few minutes. 

Q. How can I remove mildew 
from linen? 

A. Soak in kerosene for two days, 
then wash well; rinse thoroughly. 

Q. How can I rid the kitchen 
of flies or misquitoes? 

A. By placing a cup of vinegar 
on the stove where it will simmer 
enough to make an odor, Or, burn 
camphor gum on the stove two or 
three times a day. 

Q How can I save sugar when 
making white cake frosting? 

A. When making plain white 
frosting for a cake, add about two 
tablespoons of cornstarch and use 
less sugar, This saves sugar, and 
the frosting will remain thicker 
and softer. It is especially good 
for fruit cakes, 

Q. How can I keep radishes crisp 
and appetizing? 

A. By cleaning thoroughly, wrap- 
ping in a damp cloth or vegetable 
bag, or storing in a covered con- 
tainer in the refrigerator. 


Q. How can I prevent lumps 
from forming when preparing 
cocoa? 


A. By mixing a little sugar with 
the cocoa before pouring the hot 
water or milk. A pinch of salt 
added greatly improves the flavor 

Q. How can I be sure of even 
hems when making napkins by 
hand? 

A. Try putting the napkins 
through the hemmer on the sew- 
ing machine with no thread in the 
machine. This will fold the hems 
easly and evenly, and they are all 
ready for the hand sewing. 

Q@. How Can I pull basting 
threads? 

A. Try using a fine crochet hook, 
or a nut pick, for pulling short bast- 
ing threads. 

Q. How can I remedy hair that 
is too oily? 

A. Beat the white of an egg as 
stiff as possible and rub into the 
hair until it is wet all over. Allow 
this to dry, after which the egg 
will brush out like fine white pow- 
der and leave the hair fluffy and 
bright. 

Q. How can I keep berries fresh? 

A. Berries will keep fresh if 
they are poured into some recept- 
able where the air can circulate 
freely through them. The berries 
will keep twice as long. 


Q. How can I save much of the 


work of polishing table silver? 


A. There will not be much work 
if the silverware is placed in hot 


Soapsuds immediately after being 
used and dried with a soft, clean 
cloth. 

Q. How can I keep white enamel- 
ed utensils clean? 

A. Clean white enamel by rub- 
bing over the utensils with a wet 
cloth which has been dipped into 
baking soda. 

Q. How can I filter muddy water? 

A. Absorbent cotton is a per- 
fect filter for muddy water. The 
cotton should not be used after it 
has become dirty. 

Q. How can I prepare a good 
summer fruit drink? 

A_ Use the following ingredients: 
Sliced ripe bananas, canned grape- 
fruit and juice, white “pillow” 
candy mints, slightly crushed. Pile 
in sherbet glasses, chill, and gar- 
nish with a sprig of mint or green 
cherry. 

Q. How can I make smokeless 
griddle cakes? 

A. By rubbing a raw potato over 
the griddle instead of greasing it. 
The cakes will brown just as well. 

Q. How can I easily clean bed- 
springs? 

A. A long-handled, medium-sized 
bottle brush will prove invaluable 
for cleaning bed springs. Dip the 
brush frequently into hot watre. 


It will get into the corners very 
easily.

Tomatoes on Fence Yield 
Most Food for Space Used 


Tomato plants, pruned to a 
single stem and supported on 
stakes, picket fence or trellis can 
give a larger yield per square 
foot of space occupied than any 
other vegetable. 

They deserve a gardener’s best 
care, and this should begin by 

; planting them properly after all 

; danger of frost is over. Do not 
let high temperatures before 

} frost has ended persuade you to 
take a chance, from which there 
is nothing to be gained and much 
to be lost. 

Even a severe chill may set 
your plants back and delay the 
harvest. 

Two varieties should always be 
grown, one early and one late. 
An early hybrid variety will give 
a heavy yield in midsummer for 
salad use. Heavier yields lasting 
until late fall are given by plants 
which take longer to mature. 

Stocky plants are the best to 
buy, rather than older, taller and 
more spindly specimens. Plants 


grown to a single stem may se 
set 12 inches apart. The support 
to which they are tied must be 
stout and strongly anchored, to 
resist wind. 

A single stem plant may be 
twisted- around a stout cord, 
which is tied at top and bottom. 
In tying a plant to its support, 
use a strip of cloth, or a large, 
soft cord which will not cut, 
looped loosely around the stem. 

Plants may be pruned with 
two stems, in which case set 
them 21 inches apart. Select one 
side branch starting 10 inches 
above the surface and allow it 
to grow as the second stem,

stem, a branch begins to grow. 
To prune the plant these side 
shoots are removed before they 
are four inches long. 

No other leaves should be 
pruned from tomato plants; and 
so-called determinate varieties 
should not be staked and pruned. 
Fruits need the shade furnished 
by leaves to avoid sunburn, To 
make the first blossoms set fruit, 
spray them with a hormone sold 
for that purpose. 

Tomato roots spread widely 
just below the soil surface so 
cultivation should never be deep 
enough to disturb them. An abun- 
dant supply of water is required, 
and lack of it causes decayed 
spots on the fruit opposite the 
stem, called blossom-end rot. 
Moisture is conserved by apply- 
ing a mulch of lawn clippings, 
six inches thick, all along the 
tomato row. 

If you are a smoker, wash 
your hands thoroughly before 
handling tomato plants, and do 
not touch tobacco until your work 
with them is finished. 

Tobacco may have a disease 
which can be transmitted’ to the 
tomato plants. The same precau- 
tions should be taken whether 
fruit is picked, or any work is 
done with the tomatoes.

Goble who is wearing temporary 
glasses until her eyes grow strong 
enough to use a norma) lens, 

Asked how it felt to be able to 
see her children again, and her 
grandchildren for the first time 
she sald there were no words to 
describe the experience. zi 

During her blindness: Mrs. Goble 
was very active, caring for a house, 
baking cakes, and providing coffee 
for many picnics for the sightless.

noon, The women were gathered at 
Clayton Hodgson's committee rooms 
in the Town Hall at an afternoon 
tea at which the Lady M. P. was 
the principal speaker. - 

Mrs. Fairclough dwelt mainly on 
the problem of taxation considering 
it “the big issue In the forthcom- 
ing election.” She said that Drew 
has’ promised to cut taxes by 500 
millions and “the way the Liberals 
have Jumped, makes me sure that 
this is the point on which ths 
Liberals are vulnerable.” She re- 
ferred to Drew's Guelph appear- 
| ance, where the 16-point program 
was made public, which she sald 
made her certain the PC’s would 
“sweep the country.” 

Mrs. Fairclough accused the Li- 
beral government of spending the 
surplus they accumulated by hiding 
it away in corners that were almost 
impossible to discover. She accused 
them of too-many and too-heavy 
taxes in the last four years ... 
“the people feel as if they have 
been furned upside down and 
shaken hard”! As for Abbott's

It was 
her belief that what was needed 
in Ottawa, “for all these problems 
can be ironed out”, waS a govern- 
ment “close to the wérkers, with 
the human element, not people 
who treat others as statistics. 
Until this country is governed by 
people who can see behind that 
great facade of statistics, we are 
bound to have these difficulties.” 

“There is nothing so buoyant as 
government greed for this nation’s 
tax dollar! The whole business 
adds up to a great and arrogant 
crowd of tax collectors who sit 
at the heart of the nation pulling 
in taxes, dispensing it with such 
largesse that we won't notice the 
waste and extravagance,” she said. 

She urged all the women present 
to be sure and get out to vote say- 
ing that she was sure that this time 
their votes would “have double 
power. The present conditions we 
live under can only be rectified by 
Canada saying “no” to the Lib- 
erals on August 10th!”

WHAT, NO ALGAE? 

For reasons which are apparently unknown to any- 
one the algae situation in Sturgeon Lake has tempor- 
arily cleared up. It is probably too early to say that it 
will not return in troublesome quantity but evidence of 
it has been conspicuous by its absence so far this sea- 
son. There has been some evidence, though, which 
might lead one to believe that the growth of algae has 
suffered a severe reverse. Reference is made to the 
large quantities of decaying algae which has been noted 
accumulating on the bottom of the 

It would no doubt come as a great sense of relief if 
summer operators and farmers living around infested 
lakes could be assured that the phenomenon was at an 
end. It has taken a considerable toll of animal life and 
proved distracting to people living in the area. 

A report was promised last December by the com- 
mittee which studied algae growth in the area last sum- 
mer on a joint Dominion-Provincial basis but it was not 
forthcoming . . . - at least a copy of it has not reached 
the press.

WHAT ABOUT DIESEL SHUNTING ENGINES 
FOR LINDSAY? 

All those people in Lindsay who would like to see 
smoke reduced to a minimum probably have arrived at 
the time when their chances of helping to bring this to 
pass are at their greatest for at least four more years. 

A major cause of smoke in the town is the govern- 
ment-owned railway and, while in years past it was a 
by-product of a very necessary part of our development, 
smoke from railways in towns and cities no longer needs 
to be annoying or destructive. There are many railway 
centres in Canada and United States today which con- 
fine all yard activities to diesel locomotives, reserving 
coal-fired equipment for the long runs. Tt is only natur- 
al that Lindsay citizens should wonder why some such 
arrangement hasn’t been adopted here. And what bet- 
ter time to give voice to this desire than right now — 
four weeks away from a federal election? It is even 
conceivable that the changeover could be made before 
election day. 

Smoke from trains is responsible in Lindsay for ex- 
tensive property damage each year and in no way con- 
tributes to the health of the town. When it was essen- 
tial as part of our transport system there could be no 
quarrel with it, but when satisfactory ways of eliminat- 
ing it to a large degree are available, it is indeed diffi- 
cult to explain to Lindsay people that it is not for them. 

In Lindsay’s case the expense of the changeover 
would not likely be great, but the saving to property 
owners in the vicinity of the railway would be extensive. 

Can we get some action on this now, while the time 
is opportune? Here is a real local election issue.

A SHOCKING PRONOUNCEMENT ... 

The decision of an Ontario magistrate that driving 
90 miles per hour in a motor car doesn’t constitute dan- 
gerous driving is a shocking pronouncement and one 
which seems apt to produce a crop of 90-mile-per-hour 
drivers and tax the facilities of Ontario funeral directors 
to the utmost. 

It appears that the magistrate based his verdict on 
the fact that he considered the driver was not operating 
his vehicle to the danger of other people and this is pos- 
sible, so long as no one was within quite some distance 
of the speeding vehicle. But what of the danger to the 
driver himself? Should it not be possible to charge a 
driver with dangerous driving and convict him if the 
evidence indicates that he is driving in a manner which 
jeopardizes even his own safety? And who can say any 
driver was a good insurance risk while doing 90 in his 
car? 

The concensus of opinion nowadays seems to be 
that every effort should be exerted to keep motor ve- 
hicle speeds within the limits prescribed by law. Even 
these, in many instances, are at questionable levels in 
the real interests of safe driving. It would be a de- 
plorable situation if our traffic courts were to do any- 
thing which would encourage disregard of our highway 
laws. A trip along any busy highway today provides 
ample evidence that the motoring public is subjected 
to the hazards created by an already sufficiently large 
number of zany drivers. ’

BETTER LEFT UNSAID : 
There are times for speech and times for silence. 


Surely President Hisenhower should have left unspoken 
his statement, in answer to a press conference ques- 
tion, that the United States would offer no physical 
aid to the Bast Germans who are resisting communism. 

These people, men and women, have put up the 
first really effective battle against Soviet domination in 
Pastern Burope, leaving Yugoslavia out of account. 
They are looking westward for encouragement and for 
whatever material help may be volunteered; and from 
the leader of the Western World they receive a round 
of applause followed by the chilling announcement that 
he is not thinking of any physical action that could be 
called intervention. 

There was no need to say 80. If the United States 
were considering a move in Bast Germany, it would be 
kept dark. The fact that no move is contemplated could 
have been kept equally dark, seeing that the phrase 
“no comment” is still available to public men. That re- 
ply would have been decidedly more baffling to the 
Kremlin and less discouraging to the Germans than the 
words Mr. Hisenhower used. It was, as we recall, the 
United States which set up the first “department of 
psychological warfare.” A little psychological diplomacy, 
in these times, might help. 


FUNNY MONEY TALK 

The businesslike appearance and background of 
the Hon. George Drew belie the assumption, but his 
party platform and campaign speeches suggest that 
he has become a funny money man. The close connec- 
tion of Conservatives with Social Credit in the West 
fortify the impression. Mr. Drew’s chief campaign 
plank is to cut five hundred million dollars off Gov 
ernment spending: that is, to reduce taxes by half a bill- 
ion. Wishful thinking of this kind is beautiful.; every 
voter has as tax-payer a perfect right to entertain such 
dreams. But when a responsible party leader publicly 
champions them, we cannot help but think a measure 
of irresponsibility has entered into the political scene 
or that he has a joker up his sleeye—something like 
the Social Credit voting card of $25 a month to every- 
body. >. 

We cannot seriously believe that Mr. Drew believes 
in funny money. His St. James Street and King Street 
friends should keep him straight on that topic. We 
consider that he is merely overstating a case to make 
political capital. Government spending is high, taxes 
are high. We believe that both can be pared—particu- 
larly if the international situation permits some reduc- 
tion in defence expenditure. But we doubt that there 
is anybody at all in Canada other than those who take 
Mr. Drew’s words as the unassailable gospel who believe 
for one minute that he or anybody else can cut half a 
million dollars ‘off the national bill, if the welfare and 

prosperity of the people is to be maintained. 
—Peterborough Examiner. 


WHITE SHIRT JOBS 

Hawaii is an island territory that we have always 
associated with color. We imagined the girls in offices 
wearing grass skirts and little else, and the men wear- 
ing those spectacular, open-neck aloha shirts. Maybe we 
took our ideas too freely from the technicolor movies 
and the National Geographic Magazine as regards fe- 
male help, but until now our idea about the aloha shirts 
for men was right. 

But no longer can the official and businessmen of 
Hawaii wear the colorful shirts while on duty.

A BETTER MOUSETRAP?

A. B. Wheatley 
Keports Un 
Outdoor Topics 


Here is District Forester BA~ 
Wheatley’s report on outdoor topics 
in this area for the week: 

Fire Hazard Low 

"Our fire hazard has been in the 
low rating over the past few weeks 
due to the green stage of the bush 
and the generous amount of rain 
we have had. The Field staff have 
been busy, however, with tower 
yadio installations, telephone line 
improvement, plus setting up our 
Junior Ranger Camps for the Sum- 
mer months. 

This year, we fave two Junior 
Ranger camps, situated at Paud- 
ash Lake in Cardiff Township, and 
Mink Lake in Bruton Township 
Each camp houses fourteen boys. 
cook and Camp Supervisor. Add- 
itional space is provided for the 
rangers who are working with the 
boys. The camps are quite comfor- 
table, with four to five boys to a 
tent, large cooking tent, and covered 
dining area, The camps are sit- 
uated on lakes which offer good 
fishing and swimming for off duty 
hours. 

The majority of these boys are 
sixteen to eighteen years of age 
and come from the cities of South- 
ern Ontario, They are put to work 
on yarious district jobs with this 
year’s camps working on telephone 
line construction, renovation and 
road improyement. The boys are 
given ample instructions on the safe 
and efficient handling of tools and 
after a few weeks they get tough- 
ened up and are able to do a cred- 
itable job of work. 

It should be remembered that 
while the brush is wet and green 
at the moment, the fire hazard can 
build up very quickly. Be sure your 
cigarette, camp fire, or brush pile, 
is DEAD OUT. 

FISH AND WILDLIFE 
Pheasant Distribution: 

J.C. Weir, District Biologist, ad- 
vises that the distribution of day- 
old chicks poults and adult pheas- 
ants from the Provincial Game 
Bird Farm at Codrington is now 
well advanced. In all, some 21,000 
chicks, 12,500 poults and approx- 
imately 1,225 adult birds will be 
released in suitable parts of South- 
ern Ontario, The greater part of 
the Codrington birds are released 
in the Forestry Districts of Lake 
Huron and Lake Simcoe but very 
worthwhile plantings are also made 
in the Lindsay, Tweed and Kempt- 
ville Districts. 

The distribution of pheasants 16 
of necessity a very limited venture. 
The birds must not be released in- 
discriminately as certain standards 
of weather, food and cover are re- 
quired The feeding and care of 
day-old chicks is a task requiring 
both equipment and considerable 
finances. Sporting Clubs, Councils 
of Regulated Townships, and in- 
terested farmers ,generally provide 
the necessary brooders and pay the 
labour and food bills. At the age 
of 5 to 7 weeks, the young birds 
generally abandon the parental care 
and are able to fend for themselves 
Poults are young pheasants approx- 
imately half-grown. They are del- 
{vered to points where pens haye 
been set up and where they will 
will receive food and shelter until 
they finally wander off on their 
own, This is known as the “gentle 
release system” in pheasant dis- 
tribution. Most of the adults re- 
leased are laying hen birds which 
will make a nest and hatch a brood 
of young soon after their release 
in new habitat. These birds are 
liberated in areas offering dense 
cover of weeds, thickets, and long 
STass, 

Some 6,225 day-old chicks, 300 
poults and 450 adults were dis- 
tributed in the Lindsay Forestry 
District this year. Most of these 
birds went to the townships of 
Darlington and Olarke, in Durham 
County, and a few to Hope Town- 


ship.

Pruning of Christmas Trees 
M.D. Kirk, Zone Forester 

Many Christmas Tree plantation; 
of Scotch Pine often produce only 
50-60 per cent marketable trees, 
‘This represents a loss to the grower 
and leaves areas filled with use- 
less scrubby trees which cannot 
be salvaged for any purpose. 

To produce greater value for trees 
and reduce the number of culls, 
pruning should be practised. The 
leader or top shoot should be cut 
back 12-14”, of the current year’s 
growth. Surrounding shoots on the 
top whorl should be cut back slight- 
ly. shorter. This year’s growth on 
lateral branches should be pruned 
in a similar manner. 

Pruning should be done between 
June 15th to July 15th, the best 
| date being July Ist. This allows

Drew Wrong So Often, 
Chevrier Tells Rally, 
Cites Many Instances 


“We come before the people of 
Canada in 1953, as in 1949, with 
three things, a good leader, a good 


policy and good candidates’, said) 


the Hon. Lionel Chevrier, Minister 
of Transport. He was speaking in 
Lindsay Wednesday evening on 
behalf of the Liberal candidate for 
this riding, Dr. Foster M. Graham, 
Fenelon Falls dentist and farmer. 

About the government’s con- 
tribution towards the new Lindsay 
Street bridge, Mr. Chevrier said 
that a delegation had come to see 
him in Ottawa, and he had realized 
immediately that there should be 
a contribution made. 

In the beginning the estimates 
on the bridge had been some 
$20,000. and on that amount he 
said he had indicated that the De- 
partment of Transport would be 
willing to spend $25,000, and placed 
that amount in the estimates, 

He went on to say that when 
the delegation from Victoria came 
back the second time and said the 
estimates had risen to some $89,000., 
the contribution of $27,600. had 
been passed by Parliament and 
he couldn’t increase it. He believed 
the amount to be fair and reason- 
able. “At the next session of Par- 
liament, if we are in office, I 
would be willing to take another 
look at the project to see if the 
grant could be increased”, he con- 
cluded on this point, stressing that 
he was making no promises though. 

On the national level, Mr. 
Cheyrier said that in 1949 St. Lau- 
rent came before the Canadian 
people on the accomplishments of 
the record of the Liberal party in 
Canada over many years, At that 
time they won a large majority 
from all sections, all provinces, and 
all groups. “Have we in the last 
four years lived up to that vote of 
confidence? I answer in the affir- 
mative.” 

The Honourable minister said 
that Cankda is enjoying pros- 
perity, foreign trade being at a de- 
gree unknown before. He said the 
internal development of Canada 
has put Canada in an enviable 
position in the eyes of the world. 
“Go outside the country and hear 
what other peoples think of Can- 
ada”, he told his audience. 

He considered that the iron at 
Ungava and the oil in the West 
were the two things that were 
“making Canada a great industrial 
power - sought after and envied 
by other nations. 

Canada’s economic position is 
stable, he stated, “and her dollar 
is the strongest In the world”, cit- 
ing the Wall Street Journal's 
praise of Canada. 

“The amount of British and 
American capital coming into 
Canada” was cited by the Cabinet 
minister, who stated that “as much 
Canadian capital is being invest- 
ed in the U.S. as U'S. capital is in- 
vesting in Canada, on @ per capita 
basis.” 

“We have responsibilities - those 
of National Security and National 
Defence. Ever since the U.N. was 
formed at San Francisco, Canada 
has made her rightful contribu- 
tion”, Mr. Chevrier declared, spea- 
king of Canada’s 27th ‘Infantry 
Brigade in Korea, five naval de- 
stroyers which had travelled some 
550,000 milesy and the R.C:A-F. men 
there. 

Of George Drew's 1949 
criticism of the North Star 
Planes he said that the North 
Stars had travelled 12,000,000 
miles without accident, “showing 
Drew wrong in this assertion, 
as he has been in many other 
statements.” 

Under St. Laurent, he said, Can- 
ada had entered the NATO agree- 
ment, sending the 25th Infantry 
Brigade and Air Force squadrons 
abroad, a very costly business to 
train, operate and maintain. 

Defence at home has not been 
neglected either, he asserted, cit- 
ing the joint scheme with the US. 
in the Arctic whereby a wide net 
of radar screens are scattered a- 
cross the nation to the north. 

The Minister noted that there 
hasn’t been much criticism in the 


House of Commons by the P.Cs 
on the handling of foreign affairs, 
and that they have even said that 
the Liberals “didn’t go far enough 
and didn’t spend enough money in 
Korea. “In foreign affairs our 
policies, on the whole, have been 
approved by the Opposition”, he 
sald. Z 

Turning to the domestic scene, 
the Minister of Transport voiced 
the belief that now “is 2 time of 
prosperity in Canada”. He said the 
Liberal policy of increasing import 
and export trade, had made Can- 
ada the third greatest trading 
nation in the world. He said that 
it first stemmed from Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s 1911 reciprocity program. 
when Laurier said “Canada should 
and would seek markets where she 
could”. He sald that the 43 trade 
agreements that had been signed, 
in view of Canada’s population, 
made her trade the largest in the 
world. “That brings prosperity to 
Canada and encourages more in- 
dustry”. 

Mr. Chevrier told his audience 
that “it was not easy to balance 
low tariffs and the protection of 
industry.” The extreme views of 
the Conservatives on protection of 
industry, as expressed by Bennett, 
“had nearly ruined the country. 
Liberals chose a middle-of-the- 
road policy. If we are able to keep 
the balance, we will encourage in- 
dustry to come.” He pointed out 
that since the post-war years 7,000 
new industries have established in 
Canada and some 250,000 more 
workers added. 

He went on to say that Canada 
is now the world’s largest exporter 
of wheat and minerals, and that 
her gross national product has 
increased, being, in 1952. 24 bil- 
lions. “The volume of manufactur- 
ed goods has doubled since 1939”, 
he declared, and industry has 
mushroomed Canada has become 
important industrially. She leads

Wild- 
life Inspector Buie said he could 
not account for the incidents.

Polio Incidence 
Above Year Ago 
In Queen Gity 


Toronto July 10 --(BUP)-- To- 
ronto health officials say polio has 
claimed 10 Toronto victims already 
this year --more even than at this 
date in the 1937 epidemic year. 

But they add that the figure 
doesn’t necessarily mean a severe 
polio epidemic this year. 

Dr, L. A. Pequegnat, the Medical 
Officer of Health, says the reason 
may be that cases were reported 
at an earlier date this year He says 
there has been no large outbreak 
yet. 

At this time last year, no To- 
ronto residents had contracted 
polio. In 1937, the biggest polio 
year in the city’s history, two had 
the disease. 

Non-resident cases so far this 
year have totalled 14. Last year 
and in 1937 only one such case had 
been brought to the city by this 
time. 

Experts say there is possibility, 
though, of this year becoming a 
bad one. They say polio usually 
occurs in cycles of two years --one 
light and the next heavy.

Advance Prices 
Of Bread Here 


The price of bread in Lindsay 
went up one cent per loaf on Tues- 
day of this week. Contacted today, 
Trent Valley Bakery here said 
that the price of bread is now 17 
cents for plain bread, 18 cents for 
sandwich or brown bread, and 19 
cents for any of the sliced breads. 

Trent Valley also stated that the 
bread offered in the town by out- 
side bakeries, such as Christies and 
Canada Bread, rose in price one 
cent on Monday. 

The raise in cost of this basic 
food ‘was attributed yesterday by 
Peterborough bakeries to the steady 
increase of freight rates during 
the past year and to the high cost 
of flour. This, they said, Is the first 
raise in a year-and-a-half 

Two Lindsay stores are offering 
bread at 14 cents a loaf today in 
spite of advances in price else- 
where. 


Yucca Plants 
Flourishing 
At Cannington 


Cannington July 10 - This year 
the Yucca plants on the south side 
of the Rey. R. J. McCarten’s home 
seem to be flourishing. Formerly 
only one spike has shown but this 
year there are eight, some of which 
are over five feet tall. They will 
be in bloom shortly. 

The sub-tropical Yucca plant is 
one of the strangest members of 
the nature world for its whole life 
cycle ts interwoven with the Yucca 
moth. This moth alone can fer- 
tilize the plant. In the hot summer 
nights she lays her eggs in the 
ovules, and strangely enough it is 
only on the Yucca plant that the 
moth larvae can live. They eat the 
developed seeds of the plant, and 
in turn, they perpetuate the Yucca.

Convicted Of Assaulting Chief, 
Gets 3 


Fenelon Man 


Chevrier Hopes 
Seaway Start 
Made Soon 


Lionel Chevrier, Minister of 
Transport, dropped the first hitit 
in Lindsay Wednesday night that 
a new plan was afoot to shorv 
circuit costly and annoying delays 
with the U.S.A. in the matter of 
the construction of the St. Law- 
rence Seaway and Power Project. 
He was speaking here on behalf 
of Liberal candidate, Dr. Foster M. 
Graham. 

Although he barely mentioned 
the seaway in his speech, Mr. 
Chevrier said in an interview that 
construction might be started on 
the Canadian side of the river, 
even while opposition forces are 
fighting a license to ‘a New York 
agency through the courts. 

The start of construction may b= 
this year if the Ontario Hydro and 
the New York State Power Authoz- 
ity are able to negotiate a saw-off 
working agreement. 

The new scheme would hings 
on a you-do-my-work-now-and-I'li- 
look - after - yours - later agree- 
ment, Such a plan could even lead 
to a start on all-Canadian naviga- 
tion facilities, while Congress is 
still arguing whether or not it 
should cut the U.S. back into the 
deep waterway phase of the pro- 
ject. 

After conferring With Ontario 
Hydro chairman Robert Saunders 
Mr. Chevrier said he knew hydro 
is considering a scheme which 
would allow it to start digging on 
the site of the control dam at 
Iroquois, without the immediate 
physical participation of the New 
York agency. Because most of the 
work to be carried out around Iro- 
quois is on the Canadian side 3f 
the river, Mr. Chevrier said, hydro 
could go ahead With more than its 
normal share of construction at 
that site. 

When the license for New York 
has finally been cleared by the 
courts, the power authority on the 
US. side of the river could repay 
hydro by doing a greater share of 
the work in the Morrisburg-Corn- 
wall area where the main dam and 
powerhouses will be constructed. 

“We earnestly hope,” Mr. Chev- 
rier said, “that we'll be able to 
get going this year on actual con- 
struction.” 

Ealier this week, Mr. Chevrier 
said in Morrisburg that the Cana- 
dian Government has been told 
New York can expect approval 
from the Federal Power Commis- 
sion of its license within 10 days. 
Then could begin a legal battle 
which might conceivably consume 
12 to 18 months. However, Mr. 
Chevrier said, the government has 
been assured by U.S. authorities 
that there is no liklihood that 
opponents will succeed in killing 
the project, although they could 
delay it.

A 44-year-old Fenelon Falls 
man was sentenced to three months 
in County Gaol Wednesday, when 
Magistrate Baxter, of Cobourg, con- 
victed him of assaulting Police 
Chief Dave Gordon, of that vil- 
lage, two weeks ago when the 
Chief arrested him on a charge of 
intoxication. 

A second charge of having 4 
dangerous weapon was dismissed on 
a technicality, the Magistrate rul- 
ing that the charge, which read 
that the offence occurred on 
Louisa Street in the village, was 
not fulfilled by the evidence. 

The evidence showed that ac- 
cused was firing a high-powered 
25-35 rifle, using mushroom bul- 
lets, sometime after midnight June 
28th. Chief Gordon investigated, 
following complaints from neigh- 
bours. 

A girl who was parked in a car 
near the accused’s home, said in 
her testimony that she heard three 
shots, the last coming close enough 
for, her to notice who was firing the 
gun. She said accused was standing 
in front of his house and had fired 
at a dog running down the street. 

Chief Gordon told the court that 
when he had asked accused what 
he was doing, accused had answer- 
‘ed that he was shooting cats. 

Accused told Magistrate Baxter 
that he had heard cats in his 
garden. chased them out and 
fired at them as they crossed the 
street in front af his home. Ac- 
cused lives in a trailer and main- 
tains a garage and workshop next 
to it. 

The Chief stated that he had 
taken the gun from accused, found 
three bullets in if and put it in 
the car in which he had been driven 
to the site. 

As he placed the gun in the car, 
he said, accused tackled him from 
behind and a scuffle began. Two 
other men present helped to sub- 
due the accused and he was placed 
in the car. 

At this time, said the Chief, ac- 
cused became angiy and grabbed 
him around the neck from behind 
Then he said accused gouged his 
eye. Accused denied this and said 
that he had swung the handcuff 
which was attached to one wrist, 
striking the Chief on the neck and 
face. 

The Magistrate ruled that there 
was no evidence that accused had 
left his own property, He did, how- 
ever, convict accused of the scond 
charge. “There is no charge in the 
Code that I regard more serious 
than that of assaulting an officer 
or resisting arrest. A person has 
a duty to go quietly when arrested. 
They have their legal rights after 
that,” the Magistrate commented.

Make or Ruin a Garden | 


b th. 
‘A Canvas Hose Leaking Through Its Mesh Acts as a Portable 
Irrigation Ditoh. 


The most important garden im- 
plement during the summer is 
the garden hose, end the most 
important task for the gardener 
is using it properly. 

Home gardens are grown in 
practice under irrigation and 
can be made immune from the 
effects of drouth. Farm irriga- 
tion, which began in desert 
areas, is now spreading through- 
out the country, since it has been 
proved to provide profitable in- 
surance against a lack of rain. 

In the garden the hose should 
be used to provide water when- 
ever sufficient rain does not fall 
as needed. Research workers 
generally agree that the amount 
of water required by gardens is 
one inch each week. Comparing 
these figures it would seem that 
in many sections normal rain 
should provide almost all the wa- 
ter gardens need, but this is not 
true. The reason is that rain does 
not fall with the regularity that 
garden plants require. 

When one heavy rain brings 
half the month’s quota of mois- 
ture, as may happen, the effects 
on the garden may be disastrous 
instead of helpful When so much 
water falls that the roots of 
plants are under water for long 
periods, plants may drown. Roots 
meed air as much as moisture, 
and standing water excludes air. 

This is the reason soil should 
be porous, allowing water and 
air to enter it freely, When wa- 
ter floods soil briefly, the plants 
are not injured, and as water 
drains away, air enters. The 
roots are stimulated to grow in 
pursuit of the receding mois- 
ture, and they find new plant 
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of Water Can 


i 
food in deeper soil at the same 
time. 


This perhaps oversimple ex- 
planation of the problem 
indicate the pattern that ama- 
teurs should follow in irrigating 
their gardens. Use the garden 
hose to soak the soil whenever 
rain does not provide 1 inch of 
water each week. For some rea~ 
son, it takes more water from a 
hose, to produce the same ef- 
fect as a 1-inch rainfall. Perhaps 
atmospheric humidity is the ex- 
planation, since the air is dry 
when you irrigate. There is no 
convenent way for the amateur, 
to measure irrigation, except Db: 
making sure the soil is wet si: 
inches deep by each application! 

In the vegetable garden it is) 
always best to apply the water 
directly to the soil surface, rath- 
er than sprinkling the leaves | 
the plants. When you must sprin-{ 
le do it while the sun is shining, | 
so that the leaves will dry before 
nightfall, because fungus growth 
is stimuated when leaves remain 
damp long. 

The best method of applying! 


water directly to the soil is by} 
using a canvas hose which leaks 
at every pore, and distributes 
water evenly over the length 
the hose, 

If soluble plant food is to b 
applied to the leaves of your, 
garden plants, do it in the sun, 
shine. The addition of a spread- 
ing agent to the plant food solu. 
tion is recommended to increas 
absorption by the leaves. 
spreaders are sold for mixing 
with insecticide sprays. 
milk is also used for this 
by farmers.

What Is Nutrition? 

Many of us may be inclined to 
Jaugh at the food faddist as he 
eats only certain foods at regular 
hours, making sure of his three 
main foodstuffs (1) proteins--meat | 
eggs, fish, (2) carbohydrates--pota- 
toes, bread, sugar, (3) fats--butter, 
cream, egg yolks, and of his liquids, 
minerals and vitamins. Yet food- 
nutrition--is the most important 
matter in Ife from birth on. 

What is nutrition? 

An editorial in the Journal of; 
Clinical (Practical) Nutrition, Al- 
lentown, Pa., states that the very 
functions of life are completely de- 
pendent on energy which, in turn, 
is derived from the combustion of 
burning of foodstuffs in the body. 

“Growth and the increasing pro- 
cesses of repair, it declares, “depend 
upon the utilization of protein and 
protein products. The life of the 
individual cell is dependent on ox- 
ygen and water; but it is the irou- 
-porphorin--protein, hemoglobin, 
which carries the oxygen to the cell 
and it is the ultimate or final 
breakdown of carbohydrates and 
inter-related nutrients which, with 
the fluids we drink, supply the 
water. Enzymes (digestants) and 
vitamins are the two sides of a. 
coin; minerals come from the earth 
and from flesh to reach every cell.” 

It is pointed out that nutrition 
is a large and vital part of all 
the ‘medical sciences, It is cause 
and effect; it has no beginning and 
no end. “Without nutrition, there 
is disease, starvation, and death. 
With improper amounts or unbal- 
anced combinations of nutrients 
(foodstuffs), there are violent dis- 
turbances in every part of the body.” 

The editorial then points out how | 
much the various branches of med- 
icine depend upon proper nutrition 
to maintain health, prevent infect- 
ion in all diseases and deficiences of 
human body. The obstetrician is 
concerned with the unborn child; 
the pediatrician (child specialist) 
is concerned with normal growth 
and development of the child be- 
cause proper nutrition is its corner- 
stone; the internist or medical prac- 
titioner is concerned with the pro- 
per food in various diseases--dia- 
betes, cbesity, leanness, anemia, 
nephritis; the surgeon is concerned 
with building up the patient before 
operation when there is no emerg- 
ency; the geriatrician is concerned 
with the care of the elderly not 
only in preventing and curing dis- 
ease but also in keeping them 
healthy and happy by nourishing 
foods which prevent constipation. 
While geriatrics a new science, its 
progress has been most rapid. 

No one can foretell what future 
advances in nutrition will bring for- 
th. How much happier will be the 
fuller life when the food supply 
of all peoples is adequate. | 

“What is nutrition? It is the cor- 
nerstone of preventive medicine, 
the handmaiden of curative med- 
icine, and the responsibility of every 
physician.” 


Skin Tests for Allergy 

Some individuals become sarcastic 
as they recount the questions asked 
by the physician in trying to obtain 
a complete history of not only their 
own symptoms but also a history 
of the health of their parents, 
brothers and sisters, uncles, aunts, 
grandparents. Yet all these quest- 
jons may have an important bear- 
ing on the symptoms of the patient. 

One vital question that physicians 
ask the question about taking any 
has been taking any drug a day or 
several hours before coming for his 
examination. I have written be- 
fore of a heart patient consulting 
a physician while taking regular 
doses of digitalis from a heart con- 
dition. The physician failing to 
ask the question about ttaking any 
Grugs allowed a certain amount of 
exercise to be taken because the 
heart condition was guarded or 
controlled by the digitalis. For this 
reason, when a patient is consulting 
© physician for allergic symptoms 
as present in asthma, hay fever, 
eczema, head colds, hives and other 
ailments, he should inform the 
physician if he is taking drugs to 
counteract these symptoms or the 
physician, in making skin tests to 
find the offender or offenders, may 
prescribe drugs causing allergic 
symptoms, 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs, John M. 
Sheldon, Kenneth P. Mathews and 
Robert G. Lovell, Ann Arbor, Mich. 
state that after the patient gives 
a history of his symptoms and be- 
fore the skin tests are conducted, 
the physician must be sure that 
his patient has not taken anti- 
histamines (anti-allergic drugs)-- 
aminophylline, epinephrine, eph- 
edrine--within the previous 12 
hours, Antihistamine drugs may at- 
tenuate (thin down) the wheal 
(hive) type of skin reaction for sev- 
eral hours after they have been 
taken. In fact, other than anti- 
histaminic drugs should not be tak- 


en within 12 hours of the skin tests 


as they may have a tendency to

affect the test and make a positive 
appear negative. 

Where many skin tests are to be 
made, these physicians use the 
back of the patient for skin tests-- 
scratch, prick the needle into upper 
layers of skin. When only a few 
tests are to be made, the forearm 
or upper arm is used. The substan- 
ces causing allergy symptoms are 
usually (a) substances that can be 
inhaled from the air and, (b) foods. 

The commonest allergic subst- 
ances floating in the air are cat 
dander, cattle dander, dog dander, 
hog dander, feather dust, mattress 
dust, furniture dust, pollen and 
molds, _ 

The commonest food allergens 
are: milk, eggs, wheat, potato, navy 
beans, chocolate, nut meats, sea 
foods, cottonseed flaxseed. — 

Drs. Sheldon, Mathews and Lowell 
repors that the skin tests for in- 
halents--dust, pollen, etc.--are 
highly reliable; the skin tests for 
food are not so reliable. 


Forty-Year Campalgn 
Against Tuberculosis 

Many may remember when 
Boards of Health were first es- 
tablished, as it usually followed 
some severe epidemic, such as 
diphtheria, smallpox, scarlet fever 
or other diseases of children As it 
was found that proper sanitation 
and isolation were necessary, the 
health officer's duties were con- 
fined mostly to laboratories and 
applying the findings of the bac- 
teriologists to control epidemics. 

In The American Journal of 
Public Health, New York, Dr_ B. F- 
Mattison states that the work of 
the Board of Health of any com- 
munity, while still trying to pre- 
vent epidemics, has much less of 
this to do today as a different pat- 
tern exists “Most serious communi- 


cable diseases have been whittled |~ 


down to the vanishing point, even 
during infancy. Venereal disease 
(gonorrhea and *syphilis) has fal- 
len off rapidly and even the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis seems to be 
in sight” 

Some idea of the great progress 
being made in the prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis is provided by 


| Dr Louis I. Dublin’s book, “A Forty 


Year Campaign Against Tuber- 
culosis,” published by the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, 
New York City. For 40 years this 
company has taken an aggressive 
and constructive part im the fight. 

Forty years ago, tuberculosis was 
the leading cause of death and it 
accounted for a high proportion of 
the death claims paid by the com- 
pany. It was, at the same time, a 


women interested in the welfare 
of their fellowmen. 

“The effectiveness of penicillin 
and the sulfa drugs in preventing 
beginning and repeated attacks of 
rheumatic fever has been proved 
in numerous tests in recent yeara.

From this published “Statement,” 
We learn that at least 3 per cent 
of untreated “strep” infections are 
followed by rheumatic fever which 
is responsible for most heart trouble 
in children’ and a large share of the 
heart problems in early and middl= 
adult life. 

Unfortunately, “strep” attacks 
causing heart disease are not like 
some diseases in which one attack 
gives immunity from further at- 
tacks. Those with a previous at- 
tack of rheumatic fever are par- 
ticularly likely to have further at- 
tacks if they develop a “strep infect- 
ion. “Because of special hazards of 
streptococcal infections for persons 
with a history of rheumatic fever, 
the Council of the Heart Associat- 
ion has issued a companion state- 
ment, addresses specifically to 
children’s and general hospitals, 
Tequesting them to develop protec:- 
ive measures for rheumatic fever 
patients cared for in wards.’

The Association > obtains 
these findings of these research 
workers because of the gifts granted 
from the funds obtained by Heart 
Week. 

Thus in the News and Notes 
column of the “Canadian Medica) 
Association Journal” we read that, 
the prevention of rheumatic fever 
(children’; greatest. enemy), a dis- 
ease Which may follow “strep” {n= 
fections and which is one of the 
major causes of heart disease. 

The Heart Association has pre- 
pared qa “Statement" for the guid- 
ance of physicians providing de- 
tails for the use o fpenicillin and 
sulfa drugs in the prevention and 
treatment of sore throats and other 
“strep” infections. These recom- 
mendations are being given the 
widest possible circulation among 
physicians and the various organ- 
izations of public minded men and 


been found that the combination 
of ergotamine tartrate and caffeine 
is more effective and so these phy- 
sicians used the combination in 
rectal suppositories They found 
that the great advantage of using 
suppositories is the prompt absorp- 
tion of these drugs, being almost as 
effective or rapid as by hyprodermic 
injection. Therefore, patients in 
whom the ergotamine-caffeine com- 
pounds taken by mouth fail to give 
adequate relief or in whom ths 
drugs cause more vomiting, may_be 
able to receive benefit by rectal 
suppositories. 

In a series of 100 patients with 
migraine, histamine and tension 
headaches, suppositories containing 
ergotamine tartrate and caffeine 
were used. Three preparations were) 
tested. “It was found that the 
Use of the suppositories was suc- 
cessful in a large percentage of 
patients with migrane and a smal- 
ler percentage of cases with hist- 
amine headaches, but was disa- 
appointing in patients with ten- 
sion or headaches due to emot- 
fonal disturbances (psychogenic), 
The side-effects were the same 8S 
those produced by ergotamine given 
by any method but adjusting the 
dosage-side effects were prevented. 
The optimal or most effective dos- 
age was from one-half to one sup- 
pository.” 

The conclusion of these three re- 
search physicians was that using 
rectal suppositories of ergotamine 
tartrate and caffeine promises to 
offer relief to many patients with 
migraine or other headaches due to 
disturbances in blood vessels of the 
brain, in which ergotamine given 
by mouth either gives no relief or 
causes serious side effects. 

When we think of patients suf- 
fering with migraine--severe heaa- 
ache and vomiting--who have not 
obtained refief by use of the drug 
ergotamine by mouth, who can now 
find relief by the simple method of 
inserting a suppository into rectum, 
We can appreciate the great peace 
of mind of patient and family.

Salad Greens All Summer 


Possible in Home Garden

Earliest Loose Heading Lettuce Matures in 60 Days. 


An all-summer program of 
green salad leaves should be 
planned to follow the spring let- 
tuce crop which usually fails with 
hot weather. It is longer than it 
used to be, thanks to the new 
salad bowl, and old oak leaf ya- 
rieties, which withstand heat 
longer than others. 

Romaine or cos lettuce is also 
more heat resistant. It is the fa- 
vorite with French chefs, produc- 
ing oval leayes, in an upright 
cluster which used to be bleached 
by tying up the leaves as they 
néared maturity. This lessens 
their vitamin content, however, 
and the practice is being aban- 
doned. 

Bibb lettuce, which is currently 
a favorite, is especially sensitive 
to hot weather. Its loose heads 
Tun to seed early in the summer. 
Many deem it the highest in 
quality of all. It can be grown in 
early summer, and early fall, 
maturing in 60 days from sowing 
in the spring. 

After the early lettuce harvest 
has ended, chicory, also known as 
endive, is available. This should 
be sown early as it takes 90 days 
to mature. Two or three sowings 


should be timed to give succes- 
sion crops until winter. Frost im- 
proves the flavor of the leaves, 
and they retain good quality until 
a hard freeze. 

Endive is available in a broad- 
leaved type, also known as esca- 
rolle, and the curly leaved type 
which is favored by many for the 
first crop. Both are grown by the 
same methods used for lettuce. 


Water cress is easily grown 
wherever it is possible to fur- 
nish a constant supply of water to 
the plants. This can be done by 
sowing the seed in flats which are 
kept moist by wicks which draw 
water from pans below which are 
kept filled with water. Corn salad 
is a leaf crop which is hardy and 
can be harvested late in the fall. 
Upland garden cress gives a pun- 
gent flavor to the salad. 

In the fall Chinese cabbage 
leaves are delicious. Chinese cab- 
bage may be grown in the spring, 
with rich soil and an early start. 
But in midsummer, it always 
runs to seed. A late crop has no 
such tendency, and heads are 
easily produced in the fall, from 
plants started in late June.

Pension List 


Toronto July 11--(BUP)--Welfare 
minister William Goodfellow re- 
ports that four-thousand-722 people 
in Ontario are drawing disabled 
pensions after only one year. 

The pension went into effect July 
first, 1952, for the first time in 
Canada. They supply 40-dollars a 
month to totally disabled persons 
between the ages of 19 and 65. 

Goodfellow says that almost 14- 
hundred of the present pensioners-- 
a little less than one-third the 
total--were on relief before the 
pensions were introduced. More 
than 85 per cent of them are un- 
married. 

Statistics show that in the last 
year more than 30 per cent of the 
tecipients were mental cases and 
25 per cent paralysis cases.

THE SHORTENING WORK WEEK 
—IS THERE A LIMIT? 

A survey by the federal Department of Labour, 
results of which are published in the June issue of the 
Labour Gazette, reveals that 75 per cent of workers in 
Canadian plants were, in October last, working on a 
five day week, which represented an increase of five 
per cent over the number in October 1951. Of office 
employees, 82 per cent were on a five day week, an 
increase of six per cent during the year. 

Among plant workers, 40 per cent were on a forty 
hour week last October; and, among office employees, 
Jess than ten per cent were working more than 40 
hours a week. 

With the five day, forty hour week becoming more 
or less general, the question naturally arises as to whe- 
thery the worker is going to be satisfied with it. All 
experience of the past indicates that they won’t. There 
are, as a matter of fact, numerous labour contracts in 
effect today which call for a 3744-hour week. 

When everyone is getting the Saturday forenoon, 
will the demands start for Friday afternoon? It is a 
reasonable assumption that they will; and when the 
majority get that—what? There must be a saturation 
point somewhere; or is there?—The Financial Times.

I was pleased With that Steven- 
son “A Prayer” in your feature 
“Sparks of Wisdom - By Cedric 
Simms); and with the reminder by 
your rural contemporary (Farm- 
er’s Advocate) that “the value of 
the wheat in a 20-ounce loaf of 
bread amounts to the approxi- 
mately 4 1-4 cents”; and likewise 
the thought-provoking assertion by 
one of your feature writers (July 15 
issue) that “Tomato plants, prun- 
ed to a single stem and supported 
on stakes, picket fence or trellis 
can give a larger yield per square 
foot of space occupied than any 
other vegetable”. 

In terms of production, it 1s 
becoming clearer as the years pass, 
that the gloomy Malthusian idea 
that because population tended to 
increase geometrically and food 
merely arithmetically, is going to 
have to bow to technology and the 
research scientists - provided that 
Homo Sapiens has the horse-sense 
to by-pass War? 

However, in terms of distribution, 
the problems are all ahead; and 


despite this so-called “shrunken 
One World”, when it comes to 
the transporting of food and fiber 
from where it is plentiful to where 
it is mighty scarce, we are still at 
the post.

CLASS PRIVILEGES AND INCOME TAX 

The present election campaign has produced no 
suggestion from any of the candidates, at home or 
abroad, that they would be willing to forego the special 
income tax privileges they enjoy if elected to parlia- 
ment, As things now stand the members of parliament 
are given a special income tax exemption on $2 000 
over and above that enjoyed by the average citizen. 
“The Post” has suggested on previous occasions that 
this self-imposed exemption constituted “special pri- 
vilege” for our parliamentarians and as such was unfair 
to the people who were paying their salaries. . . .the 
taxpayers of Canada who must pay their full income 
tax or be subjected to ignomy of being sued or having 
their earnings attached by garnishee. 

This is not a political issue, it is a moral issue. 
The majority of members of the recently dissolved 
parliament were parties to the move and gave full SnDy 
port to the arrangement which grants them special 
tax exemption. Only in a few instances were there 
men of sufficient ch 
situation and publicly oppose it. Now would be an ideal 
time to get this matter straightened out by having our 
candidates take a stand on this issue. Who will be first? 


A REMARKABLE SET OF CIRCUMSTANCES ...- 

The uniformity with which the baking industry in 
Ontario recently raised the price of bread has led many 
people to think that here is an industry which operates 
under a remarkable set of circumstances . . . circum- 
stances that are tantamount to an economic phenome- 
non. It is not every Industry which enjoys such a uni- 
formity of costs, regardless of locale, as to make it 
possible for any price increases to become simultan- 
eously necessary across the province. In fact this uni- 
formity of costs is so unusual that it is next thing to 
impossible to believe that it exists. 

Isn’t it extremely difficult to picture the operating 
costs of a bakery at Lindsay as being exactly the same 
as one operating in Toronto? Then how about the com- 
parative costs of delivery and labour to say nothing of 
power, heat and water? Is there not some discrepancy in 
these costs which should make possible a greater variety 
of prices than now exists? 

There are no doubt many people who would wel- 
come a satisfying check into this situation to determine 
that such an economic phenomenon really exists and 
that uniform advances in prices across the bulk of the 
industry are necessary. 


THE MONEY COMES OUT OF YOUR POCKET 

Put a price tag on every election promise, suggests 
The Financial Post. In this summer heatwave of election 
campaigning, the heady draughts of political success 
or hopes of success won't do very much to tell the voter 
what the moon is going to cost, it comments. But he 
should remember and keep remembering that he is the 
one who will be paying the bills. Ont of his pockét 
all the money must come. Governments cannot make 
it or earn it. 

If the voter is told he really needs and wants big- 
ger old age pensions, higher farm subsidies, or a new 
post office, he has a perfect right to know exactly what 
each item will cost, how much more it will add to his 
tax bill. 

And if he is told that he will get all this and tax 
cuts, too, then he should also ask very bluntly: Where 
and How? 


TOO MUCH EMPHASIS ON AGE... 

We are hearing a great deal these days about Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent’s age and the prospects of his 
being able to continue in office and serve out another 
parliamentary term. Jt would appear as though too 
much political capital is being made out of this point 
and it is time to put a damper on it. 

Age and efficiency, available information reveals, 
are only directly related in that age (which really 
ought to be termed “experience” contributes to effic- 
iency, all other facts being equal. The years of exper- 
jence which acrue as one goes through life should, if 
our efforts are wisely directed, enable us to learn a good 
many shortcuts which in turn make it possible for us 
to conserve our energy. Thus, an experienced man of 
years, may be able to handle much more work effic- 
iently, even with some physical handicaps, than a man 
of younger years and less experience. 

Of course everyone recognizes that there eventually 
comes a time when our ability to work long hours is 
Jessened but the value of our experience is not lessen- 
ed and should be wisely employed. If a man of advancing 
years likes serving in any capacity and proves himself to 
be efficient, he should be encouraged to carry on. This 
should apply to prime ministers equally as much as to 
Jabourers. It is silly to try and determine a man’s ab- 
ility or productive capacity by his age. Some re- 
markable achievements which haye called for sustained 
effort have been brought about by the work of men of 
Jong experience. 

Getting back to Prime Minister St, Laurent and his 
youthful 70 years, it might be interesting to learn how 
close Opposition Leader Drew is tailing him.

The Shakespeare Festival, inaugurated at Strat- 
ford, Ontario, on July 13, has until August 15 to run. 
Already it has established itself as a new national insti- 
tution, as a major attraction for tourists from the Unit- 
ed States and Canada and as an artistic venture of high 
merit. It had been feared that Stratford’s location off 
main Provincial highways would prove a handicap. A 
handsome advance sale for all performances to the end 
of the festival disposes of that fear. It also was ex- 
pected that overnight accommodation would not be 
sufficient for patrons far from home. But Kitchener 
was not found to be too far away for those wishing to 
stay over to see both plays. 

These were not the only apparent handicaps. Some 
of them will exist until next year. But the important 
consideration is that attractive staging, good acting 
and a novel setting have assured the success of an un- 
dertaking that was the hard-to-sell inspiration of one 
or two residents who promoted their idea to big-business 
proportions. It is necessary to remember that the 
theatre is big business today, as high costs have hit 
that branch of art no less than industry. But the win- 
ning principle in both cases is the excellence of the 
product. 

The Stratford Festival had the right prescription 
from the start, and used it to the best advantage. It is 
a credit to its promotors, directors, managers and play- 
ers that a big idea has found ample expression, and 
that they have added an important item to Ontario's 
cultural activity.

Heat advice from Ottawa: 


Avoid drinking ice water, 
Alecholic drinks to excess 


New of interest to heat suffer- 

® ers in the current hot spell is 

contained in the July “Occupation- 

al Health Bulletin, published by 

the Dept. of National Health and 

Welfare. Here is what it has to 
say on the subject: 

Exposure to excess heat may re- 
sult in unpleasant and sometimes 
serious consequences unless proper 
precautions are taken. 

Heat sickneses may be conveni- 
ently divided into three types, 
heat cramps, heat exhaustion, and 
heat stroke. 

Heat cramps sometimes occur 
among workmen in hot environ- 
ments and are caused by excess 
drinking of water, and loss of salt 
from the body due to profuse 
sweating, Painful cramps may 0c- 
cur in the calyes of the legs, in 
the muscles of the arms, and some- 
times in the back and abdomen. 
The attacks are usually sudden, 
with intermittent pains occurring 
with increasing severity every few 
minutes. 

Treatment consists of bed rest. 
saline drinks and the application of 
hot packs to the muscles affected. 

Heat exhaustion is a more se- 
vere condition characterized by 
weakneses, pallor, rapid shallow 
breathing, mausea and vomiting, 
and diarrhea or constipation, The 
skin is cold and clammy, the pulse 
Js weak and the temperature is 
usually high. 

Emergency treatment consists of 


quickly removing the victim 
from the hot environment, keep- 
ing him comfortable and adminis- 
tering stimulants while awaiting 
the arrival of a doctor. 

Heat stroke is the most serious 
form of heat sickness and may re- 
sult in death, Symptoms of heat 
stroke are dizziness, nausea, a- 
cute pains in the head, visual dis- 
turbances, hot dry skin, flushed 
face, labored breathing, rapid strong 
pulse and usually unconsciousness. 
Temperature may be as high as 19 
degrees above normal. Heat stroke 
may be caused by direct rays of the 
sun (sunstroke) or exposure to 
high temperature with high hu- 
midity such as is encountered in 
steel works, engine rooms or a- 
round furnaces. Recovery will de- 
pend largely on the speed and ef- 
ficiency of emergency care. Quickly 
remove the victim from the hot en- 
vironment to a cool place, loosen 
any restricted clothing, and sum- 
mon a doctor at once. While await- 
ing the doctor try to reduce the 
patient’s temperature by rubbing 
with cold water or ice but never 
give an ice pack or ice bath. If 
available, stimulants such as coffee 
or tea should be given provided 
the victim is conscious, 
Predisposing Factors 

Susceptibility to heat sickness 
is increased by such factors as 
old age, fatigue, alcoholism, obe- 
sity, heart and circulatory diseases, 
digestive disorders, poor physical 


Born Here But Lived Mostly 
In Peterboro, Heads Group 


President of the Engineering fn- 
stitute of Canada for 1953 is Ross 
L. Dobbin, a waterworks engineer 
from Peterborough, Ont. He took 
office recently, at the Institute's 
annual meeting in Halifax which 
was attended by more than 1,000 
delegates from all over Canada and 
parts of the United States. 

Heading the Institute, whose 
membership now totals over 15,000, 
is a big job, For instance, the pre- 
sident must tour the country, visit- 
ing every branch, a task which nor- 
mally takes about four months. 
Then there is a full round of 
speeches, meetings and other func- 
tions, all adding up to a very busy 
year. 

Ross Dobbin retired from active 
business not long ago and, as a re- 
sult, hopes to be able to devote a 
great deal of his time to Institute 
affairs. 

He's a native of Lindsay, Ont., 
but has spent most of his life in 
Peterborough where his family 
moved soon after he was born. He 
graduated in mechanical engineer- 
ing from the University of Toronto 
in 1910, recéived his B.A. Sc. the fol- 
lowing year and subsequently head- 
ed west to launch his engineering 
career. 

Dobbin served as resident engin- 
eer on construction of the Moose 
Jaw Water Supply, and three years 
later returned to Eastern Canada 
into a post as waterworks superin- 
tendent for the Peterborough Uti- 
lities Commission. 

In 1927, he was made general 
manager of the Commission, hold- 
ing down that job from then until 
his retirement on April 1, 1953. 

A member of the Institute since 
1919, he was elected a vice-presi- 
dent in 1936 and 1937. He also serv- 
ed as president of the American 
Waterworks Association, in 1931,

1. When first assigned to work in 
hot environments, take it easy until 
you are used to it. 

2. Take salt tablets supplied, es- 
pecially during summer months. 

3, Get plenty of sleep and exer- 
cise. If you are overfat, consult 
your physician who will advise you 
how to reduce. 

4, Eat a balanced diet, and have 
your meals regularly. 

5, Drink plenty of water, but 4- 
yold drinking too much ice water. 

6. Avoid excess drinking of alco- 
holic beverages_ 

7, Wear light, comfortable cloth- 
ing. Light colored clothing is most 
suitable because it tends to reflect 
heat. 

8. Avoid overexposure to direct sun-

On the basis of information pick- 
ed up, it would appear that neither 
party is anything like 100 per cent 
popular but that’s to be expected. 
However, there is a difference in 
the way the degree of popularity 
is being determined in this riding 
during this election. In the case of 
the Conservatives, opinion is being 
formed on the basis of the present 
member's performance. With the 
Liberals, it is a question of forming 
opinions on the basis of party per- 
formance and the past history of 
the local party organization. . the 
candidate being an entire newcomer 
to the federal political scene. 

“The Post” encountered some re- 
ports in Minden that there had 
been an overlapping of “federal and 
provincial maneuvers in the past 
which had not turned out well. In 
one instance, reference was made 
to a road building program in 
which things had reportedly not 
gone well. It was alleged that there 
had been some dismissals made 
which resulted in displeasure among 
followers of the Conservative party. 
In addition to some critics it was 
apparent the Conservative candi- 
date Clayton Hodgson had many 
friends too. 

Over on the other side of the 
fence there was criticism of the Li- 
beral group for the way organiza- 
tional matters had been handled in 
the provincial field.

A Lindsay man, separated from 
his wife and desiring custody of 
two sons, who were staying with 
his father-in-law, in Harcourt, 
Haliburton County, was told on 
Wednesday by Magistrate W_ R. 
Philip, of Peterborough,, that his 
methdd of trying to obtain cus- 
tody of the children, a week ago, 
was “the height of foolishness”. 


According to the father-in-law, 
a Harcourt farmer, the two boys, 
aged 3 and 6, were staying with 
him, and had been for over a year. 
At 4 am. last Saturday, he said 
the accused, father of the boys, 
appeared in his bedroom, brandish- 
ing a putty-knife and demanded 
they be returned to him. 

The father-in-law said he took 
the knife from accused, calmed 
him down, and called police. When 


OPP Constable Gordon Langton, 
of Haliburton, arrived at the farm, 
he said accused was helping the 
father-in-law with the haying. A 
warrant was taken out, on a charge 
of attempting to assault occasion- 
ing actual bodily harm. 

The father-in-law testified m 
court Wednesday that he was 
frightened of accused “and would 
be in future” The acctsed ad- 
mitted that his methods were 
slightly irregular and also that he 
had “had about eight beers.” The 
beer was consumed in a Lindsay 
hotel, he testified, before travelling 
to Harcourt with some neighbours 
of the father-in-law. 

Accused was placed on a bond 
for a year to keep the peace and 
to stay away from ‘the father-in- 
law's farm home, He was defended 
by Col. R. I. Moore, QC. 


Skid Marks, Statement On Speed 
Result In Driving Conviction 


An RR. 1 Dunsford man was 
convicted of careless driving in 
Lindsay Police Court Friday a.m. 
Magistrate Pnilp, of Peterborough, 
found the man guilty as charged, 
of careless driving on July 12th on 
the Greenbay Road, Bobcaygeon. 
The Dunsford man paid a fine of 
$15.00 and $6.75 costs. 


In giving evidence Bobcaygeon 
Chief of Police Woods stated that 
he received q call to the Greenbay 
Road about 1,50 a.m. July 12th, He 
found a car off the road and in 
among some trees. The vehicle's 
left rear fender, he said, was almost 
torn off the left side badly smashed 
He estimated the damage at approx- 
imately $500.00, The driver, the 
Chief said, had been trying to ne- 
gotiate a curve, gone off the high- 
way, skinned two trees and skidded 
96 feet, coming to rest against other 
trees and on top of some large 
yocks and a felled tree. He said 
the underside of the car was also 
damaged, and the radiator leaked. 
He testified that the accused

his left arm. 


Accused took the witness box 
and said he had been proceeding 
westerly on the Greenbay Road at 


35 MPH. He testified that he 
had come to the sharp curve and 
skidded on the oil surface onto the 
loose gravel, which threw his ve- 
hicle out of control, striking two 
trees. The car, he said, proceeded 
on, coming to a stop when it en- 
tered the brush at the road-edge 
farther on, 


In cross examination by Crown 
Attorney Lorne Jordan, accused 
said that he had had four com- 
panions with him, but only one in 
the front seat. They had gone to 
get help and had not returned. He 
testified that he had told Chief

| About Birds | 


The Bobolink 

A common sight now are Bobo- 
links singing and flying over the 
lush cloyer fields and filling the 
summer days with the sweetest 
melodies. How happy they are, and 
how dapper. The male is attired in 
his suit of black and white with a 
striking butter ball on the nape of 
his neck, His flight song is a ren- 
dition of sheer ecstacy. He pours 
his love song to his mate from 
early morning ‘until late in the 
evening. She is more of a buffy 
yellow, striped with dark brown on 
the back. 

We are delighted with these birds 
who charm us with their song. 
They returned this year in early 
May and are busy now collecting a 
diet of injurious insects principally 
from the clover crop. The nest of 
grass is built on the ground. 

Other names for this bird which 
belongs to the Blackbird family 
are -Maybird, Meadow Bird, But- 
ter- Bird: and Skunk Blackbird, 
the latter no doubt from the striped 
white and black colouration of the 
back. In spring and early summer 
the Bobolinks respond to every 
poet's effort to imitate their no- 
tes. “Dignified “Robert of Lincoln’ 
is telling his name,” says one; 
‘Spink, spank, spink,” another 
hears him say. But best of all are 
Wilson Plagg’s lines: 

. . -“Now they rise and now they 
fly; 

They cross and turn, and in and 
out, and down the middle and 
wheel about, 

With a ‘Phew, shew, Wadolincon; 
listen to me Bobolincon!’ ” 

The Bobolink is very shy, has 
peering eyes and keeps well out of 
sight in the meadow grass before 
entrancing our listening ears. He 
never soars like the lark, as poets 
would have us believe, but gener- 
ally sings on the wing, flying with 
@ peculiar selfconscious flight hori- 
zontally 30 or 40 feet above the 
meadow grass. He also sings perch- 
ed upon the fence or tuft of grass. 
After midsummer the cares of the 
family have so worn the jollity of 
our dashing, rollicking friend that 
his song is seldom heard. Then 
the colours of his coat fade into a 
dull yellowish brown, like that of 
his faithful mate, who has borne 
the greater burden of the season. 

If one comes upon a nest of 
grass on the ground which con- 
tains eggs of bluish white, they 
haye found that of the Bobolink. 
The nest is thus seen to be new, 
the supply of food --grasshoppers, 
crickets, beetles, spiders and seeds 
of grass for variety. 

The bird lover and naturalist can 
revel now in the golden weather, 
the country clothed in her many~ 
toned verdure of beautiful greens 
augmented with the pink and white 
magnificence of apple orchards, 
the vari-coloured setting of mauve 
lilacs and awakening flowers of 
all species and beauty to make it 
al] ethereal, the song of the Bobo- 
link fills one’s cup of joy to the 
full, 

So we must sip therefrom be- 
fore August, because it is then that 


the Bobolinks begin their 
journey southward flying mainly 
by night and then the glori- 


ous note of this gay songster will 
be missing until next May.

York Farmers 


Some 350 York County farmers 
had an opportunity this week to 
see “how the other fellow does it” 
when the York County Soil and 
Crop Improvement Association 
which demonstrated, in practical 
form, those farming procedures 
necessary for the conservation of 
both soil and water. 

Under the direction of W. M. 
Cockburn, Agricultural Representa- 
tive for York County and Carl 
Boynton, President of the ‘York 
County Soil and Crop Imiprove- 
ment Association, 32 cars in convoy 
visited several farms where a real 
contribution to agriculture is being 
made. No “hobby” farms were in- 
cluded in the tour which was de- 
signed to show what oould be done 
to increase productivity In 2 prac- 
tical way, 

During the morning, and part of 
the afternoon, the group inspected 
varieties and types of forage plants; 
saw a demonstration of simple 


fcontour-strip cropping and had a 


look at the latest In farm ma- 
chinery in action. 

Particular interest was evinced 
in farm ponds and their construc- 
tion, several ponds of various types 
being inspected during the day, On 
the farm of Charles Ratcliffe, near 


not only supply needed water to 
farm and farm buildings but also 
act as a check on erosion as 2 
result of flooding. 

A demonstration of farming with- 
out using a plow intrigued the 
visitors. At the farm of Eugene 
Lemon, Bloomington, the group 
saw a field that has been trans- 
formed from pasture to a wheat 
field almost in the space of hours. 
Today a healthy, better than 
waist-high crop indicates that the 
method adopted was successful on 
that particular piece of land. 

According to Mr. Cockburn, Mr. 
Lemon had gone into the field one 
afternoon with a heavy duty cul- 
tivator and followed up with a 
double disc. The half-day saw the 
pasture worked into the land and 
enough trash being left near the 
surface to lighten and enrish land 
and allow for increased penetration 
of moisture. The visitors also saw 
allow for increased penetration of 
moisture. The visitors also saw 
oats that had been cultivated in 
the same manner. 

Dotted with springs, the control 
of moisture on the Lemon farm 
constituted something of a prob- 
lem. To prevent erosion which once 
threatened to deplete the fertility 
of the soil, Mr. Lemon strip crops 
his dampest field using alterna- 
tive strips of clover and grain, 
Spendid test plots of newer oat 
and barley varieties were also 
shown the visitors. 

The tour opened with a visit to 
the Leitchcroft farm where forage 
plants and hay drying equipment 
was inspected. Following this visit 
the group saw an example of con- 
tour strip cropping at the farm of 
K. Vizely. Later they visited the 
Massey-Harris farms at Milliken.

Protecting the Health of Btood 
Donors 

Some months ago I wrote about 
the advice given by physicians to 
blood donors for Red Cross or hos- 
pital needs. Among the suggestions 
was that blood donors should not 
give blood too often, first for their 
own health and also for the patient 
or for the blood bank, The examin- 
ation of the blood of the frequent 
donor should be made at each visit 
to make sure of these two points. 

During the flu epidemic of 1918- 
1919, physicians were taking a little 
blood from each flu patient that 
had recovered and injected it into 
the vein of patients seriously ili 
with fly and who had a high tem- 
perature. It was found that this 
blood from a recovered flu patient, 
because it was loaded with anti- 
flu bodies, lowered the tempera- 
ture of seriously ill flu patients 
and thereby prevented complicat- 
ions of pneumonia and heart di- 
sease, 

Even when smali quantities of 
blood are obtained from healthy 
individuals, some of them feel 
sick and faint, and heartbeat is 
weak. In blood donors giving 2 
half-pint of blood each time, it is 
found that in some individuals the 
pulse at wrist is lost or nearly lost 
so that some method of early re- 
storation of the wrist pulse must 
be sought. 

In the New Jersey Medical 
Society Journal, Trenton, Dr. T. 
K. Rathwell states that for the 
past year a portable oxygen tank 
with an inhalation mask has been 
permanently assigned to the blood 
donor room at his hospital It is 
used on any donor who shows any

chesity,” Dr. Brien writes, “much 
the most important lle in the psy- 
chological realm.

As 
stated before, it is the habit of 
overeating, not obesity itself, that 
is inherited. This means that 
while an individual may inherit 
certain physical characteristics, he 
can't blame his parents so much for 
his overweight for the blame is on 
his own shoulders; he eats more 
food than he needs. ; 


Treatment Of Heat Exhaustion 

Even ag a boy I was not surprised 
that native tribes worshipped the 
sun as they recognized it as a nec- 
essity to man and to all animals 
Physicians recognize the value of 
the sun, and its heat in healing 
and strengthening the sick. 

However, physicians and most 
men and women know that if they 
get too much sun it can cause sey- 
ere burns and poisoning of the 
skin which poison absorbed into 
the blood vessels can cause serious 
illness or even death 

However, even where the sur 
does not blaze down on the indivi- 


loss of wrist pulse or other signs 
of severe shock following his don- 
ation of blood. Oxygen is adminis- 
tered at the rate of 10 litres (a 
litre is a little more than a quart) 
per minute through a re-breathing 
face mask. This treatment for two 
minutes, or longer if mecessary, 
bring about a rapid restoration of 
the donor’s wrist or other surface 
pulse, color, clearness of mind and 
sense of well-being. 

Oxygen is life and to have this 
oxygen tank and inhalation mask 
immediately available after giving 
of blood nof only prevents severe 
shock but restores the donor's 
bi up to, or nearly to normal 
and the sense of well-being thas 
makes him soon forget any faint- 
ness or weakness from loss of blood 
or from shock. 

Aside from any war needs, there 
are always accidents --floods, train, 
ship, airplane -- happening which 
mean heavy calls on the blood 
banks stored by the Red Cross and 
our hospitals. To have blood ready 
for emergencies because blood don- 
ors are carefully selected and pro- 
tected from immediate or future 
weakness, thus making more fre- 
quent donations possible, is grati- 
fying to us all.

May Cause Overweight 

No matter what the age of a 
woman, she will sacrifice much in 
denying herself food for the sake 
of her appearance whereas her 
health is a secondary matter. But 
@ man gradually increasing in 
weight finds himself looking bet- 
ter as he becomes rounded out 
and loses some of his corners or 
angles. His friends tell him how 
well he looks and his mirror shows 
how full his face has become, but 
unfortunately, does not, unless he 
turns sideways, show his protrud- 
ing abdomen. 

For years, Dr. Eugene Fisk, the 
noted chief medica] examiner of 
the corporation making yearly phy- 
sical examinations of policy holders 
of life insurance companies, hus 
been telling his physicians and pub- 
lic generally that the average 
weight of the population at 30 years 
of age with due regard to height, 
age and build, is the ideal weight 
for life expectancy. 

In “The Ontario Medical Review,” 
Dr. F.S. Brien, Professor of med- 
icine, states that it would appear 
that from 25 to 30 per cent of the 
adult population is overweight. This 
constitutes one of the greatest pro- 
blems ir preventive medicine to. 
day. 

The studios of our nutrition re- 
search physicians have failed to 
show any abnormality in the obese 
individual that explains his fat; 
he simply gets fat because he over- 
eats. This means that research 
workers most find out why he over- 
eats,

the atmosphere, this heat, even in 
a shaded place, can cause extreme 
exhaustion--heat exhaustion. 

In “American Practitioner and 


Digest of Treatment,” Philadelphie, 
Dr. J.A. Meerloo states that dur- 
ing the war he frequently saw 
heat exhaustion associated with 
anxiety and nervousness and a 
combination of ergotamine and caf- 
feine was found helpful in these 
cases. “The immediate sympto- 
matic effect was so gtatyyving 
that the patients spoke of wonder 
pills! The preparation used con- 
tains 1 mg. of ergotamine tartrate 
and 100 mg. of caffeine. 

Caffeine is effective in heat ex- 
hhaustion and has been used as a 
stimulant. It is powerful central 
nervous system stimulant. Ergota- 
mine tartrate acts on involuntary 
(not under control of will) smooth 
muscles . It constricts or partly 
closes the small blood vessels, thus 
producing an increase in the blood 
pressure. Dr. Meerloo used this 
treatment since the war. He found 
that these two drugs were well 
tolerated if given in doses of 1 o= 
2 tablets, but he warns that it 
should not be prescribed in cases of 
perpipheral vascular disease (dis- 
ease of the blood vessels supplying 
the outer parts of the body and 
skin.) 

While the caffeine and ergota- 
mine tartrate in this dosage gave 
relief of symptoms, Dr. Meerloo 
states that the other measures, 
such as rest, fluid intake and ad- 
ditional salt intake, should be use 
in addition to the above drugs. 
Thus, usual treatment of heat ex- 
haustion is removel of the patient 
from influence of eycessive heht. 
He should be place bed in a 
cool, wwell-ventilate om with 
clothing loosened to aid the breath- 
ing. Heat is usually applied to the 
feet. If he is able to swallow, he 
may be given hot coffee or a 
Guarter teaspoon of spirits of 
camphor in water. 

The treatment of sunstroke (no! 
beat exhaustion) requires remoya! 


to a cool room and cold applicat- 
ions. 


Some Information About Polio 
As it is in the Iate summer and 
early autumn that polio (infantile 
Paralysis) usually occurs, parents 
@re naturally anxious about their 
youngsters and this may be for- 
tunate as they call in the family 
doctor with the slightest symptom 
such as a slight rise in temperature. 
While it so happens that most 
of these illnesses are of a mild 
nature, neverthles,; polio often 
starts with symptoms as other dis- 
eases of children, such as measles 
or scarlet fever. It is thus better to 
call the family physician even if the 
parent only describes the symptoms | 
over the telephone; it is always 
better to be sure than sorry. 
Among the symptoms that are 
as much like other ailments ag Polio 
described by Drs. A.B. Baker and 
Fae E. Tichy, Professor and Assist- 
ant Professor, respectively, of Neur- 
ology, University of Minnesota, in 
Medical Olinics of North America, 
are mild headaches, weakness, 
Nausea and vomiting, fever for 
twenty-four hours, 
These symptoms may become more 
intense and may be followed by

the more characteristic involvement 
of the nervous system. Stiffness 


and pain in the neck and back, 
and nervous irritability are com- 
mon. In some cases the pains in 
shoulder and neck do not appease 
jmmediately and polio is not sus- 
pected, but the paralytie symp- 
toms appear 6 little later. 

Paralysis usually begins weehin 
two to six days and may gradualiy 
progress for several more days. 
Generally, as the temperature goca 
down, the paralytic symptoms de- 
crease, the convalscnt stage oc- 
curs, and general evidences of acute 
illness disappear. If the damage has 
been severe, wasting and weakness 
appear within a few weeks. Im- 
provement may gradually occur over 
the following two years, after which 
the patient i, sald to be in the 
chronic stage. 

During the polio season, tt would 
be well to be polio conscious but 
not try to give treatemnt. 

The diagnosis of polio outlined by 
Drs. Baker and Tichy is based on 
the history of rise in temperature 
and stiffness of back and neck, 
upsetment of stomach and intest- 
ines, and malaise weakness and 
prostration) followed by flaccil par- 
alysis and changes in the spinal 
fluid. 

‘There are no specific or special 
tests that can verify the diagnosis, 
which makes the problem of the 
non-paralytic from even more dis 
ficult to solve. 

Some of the disease with symp- 
toms resembling polio are mumps, 
encephalitis (inflammation of the 
brain) and meningitis. 

‘Treatment includes complete 
bed rest, isolation, and careful ob- 
servation. Temperature, respirat- 


jon, and pulse rate are recorded - 


every four hours and the blood 
ssure very morning during u 
stage. Drugs used are the salicy 
Jates and methadone hydrochloride. 


Five Facts About Heart Disease 

Until very recently everybody, 
physicians included, thought of 
heart disease as a “fatal” disease 
-while many heart patients lived for 
several years, it was just because 
they were “fortunate.” Every 
murmur, every irregularity, and 
rapidity of the neart beat, every 
pain im the heart region was con- 
sidered a serious heart symptom 


and the patient was simply living — 


on borrowed time. 

It will be interesting and oe 
ful to all heart patients and their 
families, and to all of us in fact, to 
leam the latest facts about heart 
diseaSe a5 given to the public dur- 
ing American Heart Week last 
February. 5 

Dr. Irving S. Wright, president 
of the American Heart Association, 
called attention to five basic facts 
about heart disease which the pub- 
lic should find “encouraging te 
kmow and easy to remember.” 

Remarkable changes have taken 
place even during our present gen- 
eration. “Unreasoning fear. and & 
spirit of fatalism which prevailed 
not many years ago have now given 
way to = sane and intelligent atti- 
tude based on new knowledge that 
has accumulated during the last 
few decades,” Dr. Wright stated. 

‘The hopeful fact is that when 
heart patients discover their eon- 
dition and are wise enough to co= 
operate with their physicians, they 
have every chance of a long, useful, 
satisfying life 

‘There are new methods of diag- 
nosis enabling the physician to 
Jearn the actual condition or 
strength of the heart; new surgical 
procedures to correct many heart 
defects which occurred at birth 
and which have hitherto meant 
early death to young children. Also, 
defects or damage caused by rheu- 
matic fever, “childhood’s greatest 
enemy.” are now being corrected. 
New drugs reduce the danger of 
blood-clottting and hence prevent 
or delay coronary thrombosis. 

Here are five brief facts about 
heart disease which we should all 
know and bear in mind. By acting 
wisely on them, possible or almost 
probable trouble can be avoided. 

First --some forms of heart di- 
seaSe can be prevented; a few can 
be cured. 

Second --all heart cases can be 
cared for best if diagnosed early, 

Third --almost every heart con- 
dition can be helped by proper 
treatment, 

Fourth --most heart patients can 
keep on working --very often at 
the same job. 

Fifth --there are many symp- 
toms widely believed to mean heart 
disease. Actually they may or may 
not have any significance. Don’t 
guess and worry, See your doctor 
and be sure. 

While Heart Week for 1953 1s past, 
the work of the American Heart 
Association is carried on during the 
entire year. The fund raised is 
devoted to creating a still more 
hopeful futtire through research, 
education about the heart diseases, 
and community heart programs.

To consider the part hore 
vegetable gardens should play in 
the national defense program, the 
National Garden Advisory Com- 


mittee, on which all national 
amateur garden organizations 
are represented, held a meet- 


ing at the call of the U, S, de- 
partment of agriculture. 
In the existing cold 
found, there is no food emer- 
gency that calls for an all-out 
campaign comparable to Victory 
Gardens in the last war. But the 
committee recommended that a 
plan for such a campaign be pre- 
pared and put Into effect immedi- 
ately if “hot war'’ begins. 
Meanwhile every effort was 
urged-to incre the number of 
skilled amateur gardeners capa- 
ble of being leaders and teach- 
ers, when needed, The gov- 
ernment was asked to promote 
amateur gardening, with empha- 
sis on Jawns and flowe 
as vegetables, since sicill 
perience in growing flowers can 
be turned to the production of 
vegetables when nece y. 
The most satisfactory garden 
program for any home which has 
the space produces both flowers 
and vegetables. While flowers in 
the avi ge home garden are 
rarely equal to the quality of 
those sold by florists, they are 
produced in great abundance at 
far less cost, But home grown 
vegetables can and usually do 
surpass in quality those sold In 
markets. The principal reason 
for this is their freshness. 
Home gardeners con select ya- 
rietios which excel in tenderness 
and flavor, but do not possess the 
ability to ‘‘stand shipping,'’ 
which commercial varietics must

have, Home grown vegetables 
can and should be cooked within 
an hour after they are harvested, 
which brings them to the table 
with flavor at its height, This 
is truc of all vegetables, even 
such staples as potatoes and cab- 
bage, but it is especially true of 
those that contain sugar. 


Some space no matter how 
small, should be set aside for 
vegetables. If the number of va- 
ricties to be grown must be lim- 
jted, choose those which cannot 
be found in markets, and those 
whose flavor deteriorates rap- 
idly. 

Snap beans, picked before 
seeds begin to form, are a rare 
treat. Carrots as Jarge as a lit 
tle finger, are like no other car- 
rots in flavor. Peas must be 
picked at exactly the right de- 
gree of maturity and cooked 
within an hour, for supreme 
quality, Beets as large as golf 
balls, cooked soon after harvest, 
are a different vegetable, Italian 
squash are delicious when two 
days old, as large as your thumb, 
and cooked quickly after pick- 
ing; but the next day even if 
kept in the refrigerator, they 
have lost their flavor. 


These quality vegetables will 
delight you, as will home grown 
sweet corn, cooked within half 
an hour after picking, if you have 
room to grow it, A variety of 
salad greens also should have a 
place in every garden where 
there is room, and always to- 
matoes, so that you can serve 
fruits which ripened in the sun, 
ore vegetables which will make 
your tossed salad a daily favor- 
ite with the whole family.

Today's dismissals follow the pat- 
tern of earlier actions in the Uk- 
raine and other Soviet republics. 

Premiers and Ministers of Sov- 
fet Republics usually are mere fig- 
ureheads who are much less im- 
portant than party secretaries in 
the larger Soviet cities.

A number of Lindsay and district people seem to be 
under a wrong impression regarding the comments 
made at a recent Liberal convention in Lindsay by a 
legal member of the Liberal Association for this riding.

8. In raffles and draws something of value is trans- 


ferred from one person to another in such a way 
that the gain of one party is more than offset 
by the losses of others, and all this depends upon 
an event over which neither winner nor losers 
have any control. 
. Raffles and draws are a mild form of the great 
gambling rackets which are demoralizing mil- 
lions of people and impoverishing many. To 
speak out against these rackets the Church must 
have clean hands. 

For these and similar reasons the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada, the Dominion and Diocesan W.A., etc., 
have declared their opposition to raising money for 
Church purposes by raffles, draws and games of 
chance. —The Canadian Statesman.

“The department doesn’t know 
which way to turn to keep up with 
the increase to 1,300,000 (m) cars 
on the road today compared with 
780,000 at the end of the second 
world war,” he said.

Cars 
are no longer a luxury but a ne- 
cessity to most people,

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OIL AND GAS PRICES INCREASE 
AND CANADIANS AREN'T HAPPY « 

The recently announced increase in the price of 
gasoline and heating oils has contributed nothing to 
the economic tranquility of Canadians who use these 
products. Of course the price increase was tactfully 
announced by only one company but the chances are 
that this upward revision will have a tendency to spread 
with about the same speed as a grass fire after a dry 
summer. However, it is not the manner in which the 
industry increases its price nor the extent to which it 
spreads which concerns Canadians so much, They are 
more concerned with the fact that they have been told 
for many years now about the rich oil developments in 
their own country but as yet have seen no material 
benefits accrue therefrom. They are at a loss to know 
why they shouldn’t be enjoying cheaper gasoline and 
other oil products when they are available in such enor- 
mous quantities in their homeland. 

In making the announcement of the price increase 
this week one of the reasons given for its necessity was 
“the improved position of the American dollar.” Isn't 
it a lamentable state of affairs when Canada, with huge 
reserves of oil of her own, is buying the bullc of her 
petroleum products from American interests? Why, 
Canadians may well ask at this time, isn’t more pro- 
gress being made toward supplying the Canadian mar- 
ket with Canadian oi) products? Doesn’t it seem incon- 
sistent that vast oil fields are being tapped daily in wes- 
tern Canada and yet Canadians are still paying prices 
for gasoline and oil which are above American levels 
into which market the bulk of Canadian oil products 
seems to be flowing? 

Here would seem to be some real live election 
material for some party with the welfare of the people 

at heart. At least Canadian people should be entitled 
to a report on what is actually taking place insofar as 
their oil resources are concerned and they rightfully 
expect that every effort will be made to get Canadian 
oil distributed in Canada at prices commensurate with 
Canadian production and distribution costs soon. 


FALL CAME EARLY ALONG OUR HIGHWAYS 

Fall (an artificial variety) came early this year 
along the provincial highways in this district. The 
Jush green of roadside bushes in midsummer has been 
replaced by a withered-looking effect which, while it 
gives the shrubs something of the appearance of fall, 
Jacks the colour which distinguishes the landscape 
artistry of frost. This fall-like effect is, of course, 
man-made. It is a product of the Ontario Dept. of 
Highways which creates it by over-shooting the weeds 
it is attempting to kill with a powerful weed extermina- 
tor. 

While making the spraying trip through this area 
the sprayer seems to have been set at an excellent angle 
for any weeds which\may have wormed their way up 
into trees for from three to six feet. As a result travel- 
Jers in the district not only have their nostrils assailed 
by the unpleasant odour of the weed-killer, their spirits 
are further dampened by the sight of shrubs and trees 
which look as though they have been partially scrubbed 
with javel water. 

The tragic part about this state of affairs is that 
nothing can be done to restore the scenery -— It must 
remain thus throughout the summer. But there is 
always next year and we were wondering if the proper 
authorities could arrange with the weed sprayers to 
lower their sights just enough to take in only roadside 
weeds on the next trip. 


CLEAR WATER 

Perhaps it is a little early in the season to comment 
on the great improvement in the condition of the water 
of Sturgeon Lake this summer but the change to this 
date has been so obvious that it could hardly go un- 
noticed. And, should the plague of algae return on a 
scale comparable with that which has made the water 
of this lake dangerous to animals and unappealing to 
humans, the residents in the area will at least have had 
the satisfaction of enjoying a partial summer’s freedom 
from the blight. 

The reason for the absence of the algae is’ appar- 
ently unexplained. . .no theories have been advanced 
by those studying the situation. . .but there is specula- 
tion that the operation of Lindsay’s partial sewage 
disposal plant may have a bearing on the situation. 
It has now been in full operation for an unbroken 
period of over a year---long enough, it would seem, to 
start having some effect on the degree of pollution 
existing in the Scugog River which feeds Sturgeon 
Lake from the south. Whether or not this happens to 
be the real cause for the improvement remains to be 
seen but there are few who will not agree that the 
algae-free interlude has been most pleasant. 

The end of such a troublesome situation would be 
of untold value to farmers and summer residents in 
the area and, if it is determined that pollution has been 
responsible for past outbreaks, the experience would 
be invaluable to other growing communities.

POLITICAL HATRED 

A few newspapers have commented upon the 
quietness of the present political campaign; indeed, 
we may have mentioned or implied something of the 
kind in these columns. But, quiet as it is, a note of 
political hatred has been heard in certain parts of the 
country, and we are glad that some of the party 
leaders have been quick to express their strong dis- 
approval of it. 

We understand that Mr. Drew has been attacked 
in some parts of Quebec as anti-Catholic and anti- 
French. We know for a fact that the tale has been 
spread that Mr. St. Laurent takes orders from the 
Pope on matters relating to Canadian immigration. 
We are convinced that both of these stories are lies, 
and we cannot imagine any politician of ordinary 
common sense and decency making use of them. 
But there are people in politics who will use any Means, 
however dirty, to gain a momentary advantage. Such 
stories, however, go beyond politics; they strike at 
the unity of Canada, and if they gained wide belief 
they could split the country on religious or racial 
lines. 

We understand also that Mr. Drew has been at- 
tacked as a Freemason. Apparently this is still a 
fearful accusation to many people who have lived 
side by side with Masons all their lives without ever 
being conscious of it. As well mark a man as a 
Knight of Columbus, or an Orangeman.

Hotels are beginning to feel the effects of motel 
competition—motel competition that is usually located 
outside of a town or city and gives the owners and op- 
erators distinct advantages over the hotel owners. 
Usually, the motel operator gets by on lower tax- 
ation and without business taxation; whereas the hotel 
owner in a town or city pays very substantial business 
taxes as well as much higher property taxation. Actu- 
ally, a motel is of little value to an urban municipality. 
On the other hand a good hotel is an asset to a town or 
city and merits the support of the citizens, just as they 
value a good business or industry. A good hotel provides 
steady employment for the community in which it is 
located; it provides an outlet for the product of district 
farms and local stores; and it is a medium of advertising 
for the town or city in which it is located. 
There are ways of meeting motel competition. A 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, man named Hudson discovered 
such a way a few years ago when he went outside that 
city, at the junction of two main traffic arteries and 
built a highway hotel. It is a hotel in every sense of the 
word, with a splendid coffee shop and adjoining res- 
taurant, even bowling alleys and other recreational 
" facilities; but it is built on an open area outside of the 
city with plenty of parking space for patrons. Mr. 
Hudson called his new idea in hotels, the Key Hotel. 
He chose this name because he intended the first hotel 
outside of Fort Wayne to be the key in a chain of simi- 
lar hotels across the American Mid-West. Hudson’s 
Key Hotel is filled with patrons virtually every night. 
Possibly this is the answer to the motel competi- 
The only trouble is, it means loss of taxation 
revenue to towns and cities if more highway hotels are 
built outside of the large urban centres.

Wild Carrot Is 
Farmers’ Plague 


Wild Carrot — “Queen Anne’s 
ace” to those who are interested 
only in its fragile beauty, or “De- 

Plague” to the farmer who 
6. put to keep it out of his 
fields — is in reality a wild form 
of the biennial garden carrot. 

This persistant weed is another 
European immigrant that has firm- 
ly entrenched itself in our Ontario 
countryside. To the city dwellers, 
out for a drive in the country, it 
is a thing of rare beauty with its 
delicate white flowers brightening 
) the roadsides and fields. To the 
country resident it is 2 pest which 
competes with his pastures and 
meadows for nourishment from the 
soil and causes an off-flavor to 
milk produced by cows eating it. 

‘The carrot shaped leaves are 
poisonous to some people, though 
they and its white flat topped 
flower cluster which are in evidence 
from June until late autumn, make 
it easily recognized When old. 
the flower clusters curl up to re- 
semble 2 bird’s nest. 

Flowers and seeds are normally 
produced in the second year of 
growth and if the plant is prevent- 
ed from seeding the second year it 
will die off. That is not the end of 
the weed unfortunately, as seed 
already in the ground may germin- 
ate after several years and a new 
crop will spring up to harass the 
farmer. 

If there are only a few plants, 
and if one has a strong back, hand 
pulling is recommended.| Cutting 15 
also practiced but requires persis- 
tence as the plant puts out regrowth 
several times before it finally gives 
up and dies, Where there are large 
areas infested with Wild Carrot the 
jand should be plowed and put into 
a clean cultivated crop for a couple 
of years before re-seeding in grass. 

If no clovers are present, chemi- 
cals may be used in the eradication 
of Wild Carrot. One pound of 2 
4-D acid per acre applied late in 
spring will kill most of the current 
crop, It may be necessary to re- 
peat the application up until all 
seed in the ground has germinated.

‘The war that took the lives of 
some 300 Canadians and caused 
total Canadian casualties of 15- 
hundred men is ended. 

A cease-fire in Korea is in effect, 

At nine o'clock (EDT) Monday 
am.; all stooting hed stopped 
Allied and Communist planes had 
been grounded and warships had 
taken positions outside Korean coa- 
stal waters. 

The official cease-fire ortter was 
issued by Eighth Army Commander 
General’ Maxwell Taylor. It was 
broadcast in nine languages over 
the armed forces radio station in 
Korea. 

The cease-fire began 12 hours 
after the chief Allied truce negoti- 
ators at Panmunjom signed the 
Armistice Agreement - Lieutenant- 


General William Harrison for the 
United Nations, 
General Nam 11 for the Commu- 


North Korean 


It went into effect nine hours af- 
ter United Nations Supreme Com- 
mander, General Mark Olark, had 


affixed his signature on the agree- 
ment at the U-N Advance Camp in 
Munsan. 

Even as the cease-fire went into 
effect, some Allied units began pul- 
ling back one-and-one quarter 
miles from the battlefront. By 9 
a.m. (E-D-T) Thursday, troops of 
both sides wil] have withdrawn at 
least that far to leave a two-and- 
one-half mile demilitarized neutral 
zone across the waist of the Korean 
Peninsula. 

Even while the armed forces are 
pulling back, the first of 12-thou- 
sand 763 Allied prisoners held by 
the Communists may be on their 
way back to freedom. 

There is no jubilation on the 
signing of the truce -- nor cele- 
bration. The signing at the Armis- 
tice Hall in Panmunjom was cut 
and dried . . somber . . .and silent. 

General Harrison and General 
Nam did not speak to each other 
as they signed 18 copies of the 
Truce Agreement --six each in 
English, Chinese and Korean, Nei- 
ther showed any elation. 

When General Clark signed ths 
Truce Agreement three hours later 
at Munsan, he explained why the 
armistice had produced no elation. 
Said the United Nations Supreme 
Commander: “I cannot find it in 
me to exult in this hour. Rather 
it is a time for prayer that we 
may succeed in our difficult en- 
deavor to turn this armistice to the 
advantage of mankind.”

Hodgson Blames High Taxes 
For Shrunken Bank Accounts 


What he declares to be “un- 
necessarily high taxes brought 
about by wasteful administration 
and spending of public funds” has 
been the target of a telling attack 
on the Liberal administration by 
Clayton W. Hodgson. 


Hodgson, Progressive - Conser- 
vative candidate for this riding in 
the August 10th federal election, 
told “The Post” Thurs. he was seri- 
ously concerned with the coun- 
try’s prospects if this continued.

Uxbridge, July 24 --(BUP)-- An 
18-year-old Uxbridge, Ontario boy 
who “tried to grow up too quickly” 
is charged with murdering his older 
brother with one of the dozen guns 
he collected. 

Police say Roger Corbett shot his 
26-year-old brother, Ted, once 
through the chest with a powerful 
303 calibre rifle in an argument 
at the dinner table last night, 

Provincial Constable Wilton says 
ad feelings had developed between 
the brothers and their mother 
over ownership of the home which 
the two worked together to build. 

Mrs. Dorothy Corbett, a 52-year- 
old widow, heard the shot when she 
was out of the kitchen. She rushed 
in to see her elder san crawl to his 
bedroom and collapse --dead—in 
@ pool of blood. 

She says the pair always got 
along well but Roger was a “victim 
of circumstances.” 

His mother says he always seem- 
ed to be having bad luck and get- 
ting bad breaks --and he began to 
feel that the world was against 
him. 

She says they started arguing 
about an accident in which Roger 
recently drove his new car into a 
fence. 

Says Mrs. Corbett: 

“Roger always longed to grow up. 
He felt he was being left behind by 
Ted and me, and it hurt him ter- 
ribly. 

“Perhaps he tried to grow up 
too quickly.” 

The brothers worked as welders 
in the Uxbridge General Motors 
Plant They did all the work in 
building the family’s main street 
bungalow.

Chief Explains 
Parking Meter 
Tagging Policy 


There has been some criticism 
in Lindsay about Police Department 
offic tagging individuals for 
par! meter violations, To clear 
up the matter, “The Post” inter- 
viewed Lindsay's Chief Constable 
John Hunter about the situation. 

Chief Hunter stated that he ha- 
issued strict orders to all his of- 
floers that when they are tassing 
cars, to start at any given point and 
check all violators, and “not to 
pass up any car for any reason.” 

“Some people knowing they have 
just received a ticket check the 
meters in front of cars close to 
their own. When they see the red 
indicator showing on these other 
meters they believe the police have 
been discriminatory against them. 

“What these people do not un- 
derstand”, continues the Chief, “Is 
that all people before they receive 
a ticket, are allowed. 12 minutes’ 
grace, after the red indicator comes 
up. These 12 minutes are timed 
by a small hand that cannot be 
seen because it is inside the meter 
head and without the meter being 
opened th motorists are not aware 
of it.” 

“Also”, the Chief comments, “the 
officers enforcing meters rotate, 
with a different officer checking 
meters each two-week period. 
Parking meters were installed by 
the Corporation of the Town of 
Lindsay, who approved and passed 
a by-law which the Police Depart- 
ment must enforce.” 

“In most cases”, says the Ohief. 
"people overpark because they 
have been delayed longer than they 
anticipated while doing busineess. 
However, usually when they come 
into the Police Station with a ticket 
they are quite good-natured about 
it.”

Questions Concerning 
Old Age Pensio 


Interview With Premier 


Arranged To. 


Get Facts. 


On Pension Plan 


Following a statement made in 
Omemee last week and as a res- 
ult of confusion which seemed to 
be developing in people’s minds 
relative to the existing old age 
pension scheme ,“The Post”, de- 
cided to interview Premier Leslie 
M. Frost on the subject. Mr. Frost 
it will be recalled, represented the 
Province of Ontario as its premier 
and treasurer at the Ottawa con- 
ference which determined the pre- 
sent old age pension arrangement 
and is therefore an authority ou 
the subject. The interview was car- 
ried out on a question and an- 
swer basis ag follows: 

Q. - Mr. Frost, the other nighy 
at Omemee Mr. David Crol] made 
a statement that if the Progress- 
ive Conservative Party came into 
power at Ottawa the Old Age Pen- 
sions means test repealed January 
ist, 1952, would be re-imposed. “The 
Post” is under the impression that 
this took place as qa result of a 
Dominion-Provincial agrdement, 
and as the Provincial Premier it 
asks you for a statement concern- 
ing this. 

A. - No government at Ottawa 
representing any Party could pos- 
sibly re-impose the means tesi. 
Such would be violation of an agree- 
ment involving eleven governments- 
ten Provincial and one Federal- 
which represent all five major Part- 
ies in Canada - Liberal, Progress- 
ive Conservative, C.C.F., Social 
Credit and Union Nationale. 

Q. - How did the present pen- 
sion system come into effect? 

A. - A House of Commons Com- 
mittee representation of all Parties 
made a recommendation which 
came up for consideration at the 
Dominion - Provincial Conference 
in December, 1950. Ontario, where 
I lead a Progressive Conservative 
Government, at the Conference was 
the first Provincial Government to 
accept the proposals and to urge 
their implementation. To put the 
agreement into effect a Constit- 
utional Amendment involving the 
provisions of the British North Am- 
erica Act had to be made. The 
form of this amendment in the 
following months was agreed to 
by all eleven governments, with the 
result that it was agreed— 

(a) The Federal Government 
would take over pensions for all 
over 70, abolish the means test and 
make them apply to all of that age. 

(b) Pensions 65 to 69 would be 
introduced with a means test, the 
Federal and Provincial Goyern~ 
ments each contributing 50 per cent. 
As a result of this a Special Ses- 
sion of the Ontario Legislature was 
called in September, 1951, to enact 
the necessary legislation-the first 
province in Canada to do this, and 
in fact before the Federal] legis- 
lation was completed. Pensions 
came Into effect on January Ist, 
1952 in this Province. 

Q. Did your Government not 
urge the abolition of the means 
test from sixty-five up? 

A. Yes. Ontario strongly urged 
this and offered to ‘ntroduce and

disabled persons. The Federal Gov- 
ernment, however, felt that the 
recommendation of the Parliamen- 
tary Committee should be adhered 
to. Ontario then urged, and has 
since urged, that the means test 
down to age sixty-five should be 
gradually lowered as the country 
could afford to do it, and I have 
no doubt that in the course of time 
thesmeans test will be abolishes 
down to and including the age 
sixty-five. 

Q. -Why Mr. Frost do you think 
this will be the case? 

A. -Because it will fit into the 
retirement and superannuation 
schemes 
adopted in Canada by Government, 
industry and others. The age 
sixty-five now applies to school 
teachers, clergymen, railroaders, 
civil servants, very large number 
of industrial employees and others. 
The present Old Age Pension with- 
out means test applies at seyenty_ 
I am quite sure to round out the 
picture that the means test will 
ultimately be abolished at sixty-five 
to fit into the pension pattern. The 
Ontario Government has advocated 
this which would widely encourage 
superannuation schemes providing 
fuller measure of social security for 
all of our people. 

Q. -Has the Ontario Government 
done anything in addition to the 
legislation referred to in the fall 
of 1951? 

A.- Yes. We passed legislation 
effective July 1, 1952, providing for 
pensions of $40.00 per month for 
needy persons totally and per- 
manently disabled from the ages of 
eighteen years to sixty-five years. 
The Province pays the entire cost_ 
This is quite in addition to the 
Dominion - Provincial agreement 
arrived at in 1951, which imposed 
no obligation on Ontario or any 
Province to do this. Ontario is the 
only province in Canada with this 
provision. 

Q. -Now Mr. Frost have you any- 
thing further to say concerning 
Mr. Croll’s statement? 

A. -Well, I sat for some years 
in the Legislature with David Croll, 
He was for a time in the Hepburn 
Ministry, He should know quite 
well that what he said was fan- 
tasy and nonsense, and indeed I 
think he did know. How possibly 
could one government tear up an 
agreement arrived at by eleven 
governments, confirmed by eleven 
parliaments, or legislatures and 
overwhelmingly supported by the 
people? In the election of 1951 the 
people of Ontario overwhelming+ 
ly confirmed the Government's 
legislation introduced at the Special 
Session of that year, This is true 
of Canada. The course in this 
country will not be to re-impose the 
means test, but just the reverse, 
namely the abolition of the test 
down to age sixty-five.

Who Fills Jails? 


It's been charged that Canada’s 
new settlers are “filling out jails’, 
The facts are interesting, says the 
Financial Post. 

Some say the Poles are given to 
misbehaviour. Well, they don’t per- 
form even their share of crime, 
Poles Sorn in Poland, now resident 
in Canada, represent 1.17 per cent 
of the population, but only 0.96 per 
cent of convictions for crime were 
against Poles. 

‘The ltallans? Well-behaved, they 
haye 0.41 per cent of the popu- 
lation and only 0.15 per cent of 
the indictments. 

What about the Germans? 
Those born abroad and now living 
in Canada comprise 0.30 per cent 
of the country’s population , but 
only account for 0.15 per cent of the 
total convictions. Just half as baa 
as they should be! 

For the Finns It’s the same story. 

For the Dutch the odds for crime 
are away too low. They have 0.30 
per cent of the total population 
and 0.06 per cent of the convict- 
ions. 

The Scandinavians, the Balkan- 
ives, the Orientals-all behave them- 
selves well - or at least better than 
Canadian-born Canadians, 

The Canadians born here with 
85.3 per cent of the population do 
88.9 per cent of the crimes - 
more than their share.

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Alcoholics Anonymous 

Physicians who have studied the 
problem of alcoholism place the 
method of Alcoholics Anonymous 
as the one most successful in re- 
sults. 

While some physicians do not 
pelleve that alcoholism should be 
called a disease, most physicians 
fee) that as the alcoholic is unable 
to stop drinking, there js some- 
thing in his make-up that makes 
resolutions fail, as respect for him- 
self, love of family. suf- 
ficient to prevent °- The 
alcoholic needs help. 

‘The success of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous is due to the fact that the 
alcoholic “wants” to stop drinking 
and that he recognizes the need 
for help outside himself. 

The alcoholic must have a genu- 
ime desire to stop drinking and 
must have reached a point in his 
drinking career when the 
pain of not drinking becomes 
the pain of not drinking becomes 
more powerful than the pleasure of 
alcohol escape. 

In “Medical Clinics of North 
America,” Dr. Curtis T. Prout, As- 
sistant Professor of Psychiatry. 
Cornell University Medical College, 
after discussing drug and other 
methods of treating alcoholism, 
states: “Alcoholics Anonymous, the 
society of former excess drinkers, 
have been convinced that, for them, 
drinking constitutes an un- 
manageable problem. ‘The 
society has grown rapidly since its 
origin in 1935. Every member of 
A. A, is firmly impressed with the 
fact that alcoholism is an illneess 
and that as an alcoholic he fs 8 
sick person.” This puts the alco- 
holic in a class with other sick in- 
dividuals who state thet they are 
diabetics or arthritics. 

The “program of recovery” from 
which Alcoholics Anonymous has 
evolyed is known as the “Twelve 
Steps.” 

1. We admitted we were power 
less over alcohol, that our lives 
had become unmanageable. 

2. Game to believe that a Power 
greater than ourselves could re- 
store us to sanity. 

3. Made a decision to turn our 
good will and our lives over to 
the eare of God as we understood 
him. 

4. Made a searching and fearless 
moral inventory of ourselves. 

5. Admitted to God, to ourselves, 
and to another human being the 
exact nature of our wrongs. 

6. Were entirely ready to have 
God remove all these defects of 
character, 

7. Humbly ask Him to remove 
our shortcomings. 

8. Made a list of all persons we 
had harmed and became willing to 
meke amends to them all. 

9. Made direct amends to such 
people whenever possible, except 
when to do so would injure them 
or others. 

10. Continued to take personal 
inventory and. when we were 
wrong, promptly admit it, 

11. Sought through prayer and 
meditation to improve our con- 
scious contact with God as we 
understood Him, praying only for 
kmowledge of His will for us and 
the power to carry that out. 
perience as a result of these steps 

12. Having had a spiritual ex- 
we tried to carry the message to 
alcoholics and to practice these 
principles in our affairs. 


Many Cancer Patients After Op- 
eration Live As Long As Those 
Without Cancer 
For those of us who become dis- 
couraged as we realize that, des- 
pite the millions spent on cancer 
research, we do not yet know the 
cause of cancer, it would be well 
to study the results obtained in the 
treatment of cancer by our present 
methods of radium, X-rays and 
surgery. We could then learn that 
cancer treated early is not neces- 
sarily a fatal disease > 
In “Western Journal of Surgery 
and Obstetrics,” Portland, Ore. 
Drs. C. F. Dison and C. A. Pitch- 
ford state that brief reports on 
32 patients between the ages of 
10 and 70 years with cancer are 
presented to illustrate the long 
periods of survival that not infre- 
quently follow radical or thorough 

treatment of cancer. 

The 18 patients with cancer of 
the colon (large intestine) survived 
for from 12 to 42 years after the 
original operation for removal of 
the part of the colon affected and 
the five with cancer of the stomach 
from 19 to 28 years, The two pa- 
tients with cancer of the mouth 
survived for 29 years and 16 years 
respectively; the patient with can- 
cer of the breast, for 26 years; the 
one with cancer of the kidney for 
14 years, and the five with multiple 
cancers for from 13 to 41 years. 

Statistical studies at the Mayo 
Clinic on patients who had cancer 
of the colon, breast or stomach and 
who had submitted to radical sur- 
gical manegement suggest that 
after the initial survival period of

five to seven years, the survival 
rates reach a level or plateau par- 
alle] to the survival of the general 
population. 

As we think of the above results 
obtained by our present methods 


of treatment, especially surgery, 
and realize that patients with can- 
cer who have undergone the treat- 
ment and survived for five to seven 
years after treatment has ended 
have a life span equal to that of 
others who have not had cancer, 
it must be admitted that progress 
toward conquering cancer js indeed 
well advanced. 

It would be well, under the above 
circumstances, for us to keep ®& 
check on ourselves and our loved 
ones so that little or no timo ts 
lost between the discovery of 
cancer and its removal, 8s early 
cancer is curable. 

Some points to keep in mind in 
cancer of colon and stomach: In 
cancer of colon, there is (a) abdom- 
inal pain, (b) increasing consti- 
pation, (c) passage of blood from 
the rectum, (4) vomiting (e) diarr- 
hoes, (f) loss of weight, (g) weak- 
ness, 

In cancer of stomach, there is (8) 
feeling of discomfort over stomach, 
disappearing at night; (b) belch- 
ing of gas and distension (c) loss 
of appetite, (d) pain after meals, 
(e) tiredness, (f) loss of weight, 
(g) thin blood. 


Government Aid In The Attack 
On Arthritis 

It may seem strange to many 
of us that the oldest disease known 
to man, rheumatism and arthritis, 
still afflicts such a large Propor- 
tion of our people. In fact, we have 
grown so used to seeing the crip- 
pling effects of arthritis and rheu- 
matism among friends and a&c- 
quaintances that we do not have 
the sympathy we show to these 
afflicted with diseases more recent, 
such as heart and blood vessel 
diseases. 

However, physicians and govern- 
ment are waking up to the fact 
that despite the fact that rheuma- 
tism and arthritis seem to be al- 
ways with us, much can be done to 
prevent these diseases and also to 
give reef to those already afflic- 
ted. 

I have written before of the 
govemnment grants to prevent 
arthritis and to aid those afflicted; 
it is interesting to learn of the 
practical manner in which this 
government money is spent. 

In the News and Notes Depart- 
ment, Canadian Medical Associat- 
ion Journal, we read that an ex- 
tension of the attack on arthritis 
and rheumatism to parts of On- 
tario not previously served by 
clinics and an expansion of seér- 
vices where clinics already operate 
is in prospect with $65,000 avail- 
able for use by the Ontario divis- 
jon 

A new mobile unit, the unit of 
special physiotherapists, which can 
go right into the area and where 
the patient cannot come to the 
clinic these physiotherapists go 
right into the home and give neces- 
sary treatment to patient and ad- 
yice to the family, It is hoped that 
this dramatic method of helping 
arthritics will have proved its 
value within a year and that local 
branches of the Arthritis Society 
will be developed to carry on the 
work. 

“Medical authorities claim that 
serious crippling and disability 
from arthritis and rheumatism can 
be prevented in about four cases 
out of five provided the disease is 
diagnosed early and proper treat- 
ment is started at once. The sta- 
tlonary clinics are thus providing 
an essential service by giving gen- 
era] practitioners a place to which 
they can refer cases for further 
examination at a modest cost. The 
mobile clinics enable many arthri- 
tics to obtain a treatment at home, 
thus reducing the pressure on 
hospitals and cutting the cost to 
the individuual who might other- 
wise face long hospitalization.” 

When we remember that those 
formerly fatal diseases, diabetes, 
and pernicious anemia, can now be 
controlled, and remember that 
most arthritics can be helped and 
four out of five cases prevented by 
early diagnosis and treatment, it 
can be seen that the government 
aid to the Arthritis and Rheuma- 
tism Society is indeed well invested 
money. 


Health Needs Of The Aging 

It is only natural that physicians 
and health agencies should point 
with pride to the fact that during 
the last 50 years the life span has 
been lengthened by 20 years. This 
has been accomplished by (a sa- 
ving babies’ lives at birth and dur- 
ing the first year, (b) preventing 
infection and giving immunity in 
the various children’s diseases such 
as diphtheria, scarlet fever, etc., 
and (c) the discovery of the germ- 
killing drugs, penicillin and the 
sulfas, 

However, these dramatic results, 
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which have meant so much to 
health and happiness, have brought 
about problems for everybody due 
to the fact that there are now so 
many men and women of 65 years 
and over. 

In an editorial in “Geriatrics,” 
the medica) journal devoted to the 
care and needs of the aging, we 
yead that there are more thau 
13,000,000 persons in the United 
States past 65 years of age and 
there is the same proportion or 
percentage in Canada. This has 
brought about a whole new set of 
health problems. “Our aging popu- 
lation reflects health progress and 
yet, paradoxically, manifests some 
of the greatest health needs,” 

As we think of this vast group 
of the elderly we might think that 
a large percentage was confined in 
hospitals and nursing homes, now 
so greatly crowded; yet we learn 
that 94 per cent, about 19 of every 
20, stil] live in individual homes. 

The idea of many employers that 
the elderly should not be employed 
is a serious matter as it causes 
unhappiness and much ill health. 

In 1900, 68 per cent of the men 
over 65 years of age were gainfully 
employed; in 1950, only 42 per 
cent were either employed or 
seeking work. Fortunately, many 
employers are retaining many eld- 
erly employees, as they find them 
experienced and careful in their 
work. 

When the elderly man and wo- 
man continue their employment, 
they remain an integral and im- 
portant factor in family life. When 
not gainfully employed and with 
a small income, “the aging face 
increasing exclusion from family 
and social] life.” 

To counteract ill health and un- 
happiness among the elderly, im- 
proved nutrition, especially a suf- 
ficient supply of proteins (meat, 
eggs, fish) and vitamins will contri- 
bute to their better health, 

Most health care for the aging 
can and should be given while 
they are living in their own homes. 
While the elderly are up and 
about on their feet (not bedrid- 
den), they can best learn their 
health needs for the days to come 


as the physician studies the phy-|- 


sical,’ emotional and social aspects 
of the aging person’s health. 

The correction of hearing and 
vision defects makes an entirely 
different and happier life .for the 
elderly man or woman. 


Several Causes of Sciatica 

Several years ago a noted arth- 
ritis specialist compared the pain 
of arthritis rheumatism with the 
pain of sciatica. He stated that 
the pain from arthritis is like the 
pain from a vise which has been 
turned as tight as possible, but 
the pain from sciatica is like that 
of the same vise but given one 
extra turn. In other words, sclat- 
ica (inflammation of the largest 
nerve in the body) is more severe 
than arthritis (inflammation of the 
joint and muscles and ligaments 
adjoining a joint). 

There was a time when sciatica 
was considered a disease in itself, 
but in later years physicians have 
learned that sciatica is a symptom, 
not a disease. In “Medical Clinics” 
of North America, Dr. Bernard J. 
Alpers, Professor of Neurology, 
Jefferson Medical College, Phil- 
ndelphia, states, “Experience hoes 
established conclusively that sciat- 
ica results from many causes, but 
it is diffilult at times to locate 
the cause or causes. 

A number of years ago, cases of 
sciatica not caused by infection 
(teeth, gums, tonsils) were consii- 
ered to be due to sacroiliac sprain 
and most of these cases were helped 
by strapping with adhesive tape 
one or two weeks and then the 
wearing of a belt or support for 
months and sometimes years. 

During the past few years it has 
been found that a ruptured disc 
(ittle cushion between bones of 
lower spine) pressed on the roots 
of the sciatic nerve and. caused 
sciatica. So many of these cases 
are now being reported that Dr. 
Alpers states that while the rup- 
tured disc is perphaps the com- 
monest cause, physicians are apt to 
blame all cases of sciatica on the 
ruptured (herniated) disc and 
ignore or forget the various other 
causes. Thus he shows in table 
form that of 354 cases of sciatica, 
203 (57 per cent) were due to rup- 
fured disc, usually between the 
fourth and fifth bones of the spine 
in lower back lumbar region). 

Other neurologists report as high 
as 90 per cent of ruptured discs as 
the cause of their sciatica cases 
and others that the ruptured discs 
cause as low as 20 per cent. This 
may be explained by the fact that 
where the pain was very severe 
and disabling, the disc was the 
cause and where the pain was less 
severe, in only 20 per cent was the 
disc the cause.

The women--whose ages range 
from 19 to 64 years--are all em- 
ployees at the General Electric 
Company. Mose of them work at 
the G-E plant at Fort Wayne, In- 
diana. 

The trip will take them to six 
European countries..{tll include 
everything from a visit with an 
American Ambassador to a night 
at the famous Paris Folies Bergere. 

An official at the company says 
that the girls have sacrificed heav- 
liy for three years to pay for their 
trip. Several didn’t have any vac- 
ation for the past two years--many 
of them gave up Easter outfits to 
go on the trip.one of them eyen 
stopped’ smoking. 

About half of the women are 
married. Most of them are leaving 
their husbands home to mind thc 
children.but at least ten of the 


husbands have thought it best to 
accompany their wives. — BUP 


Ragweed is a fighting word not 
only to the nine per cent of the 
population who suffer from hay 
fever, but also to farmers whose 
fields are being overrun by this 

July and August are months that 
are dreaded by a great number of 
people, for this is the time that 
ragweed is in bloom, scattering 
pollen far and wide, and causing a 
great chorus of sneezes to be heard 
throughout the land 4 

Though very few of these suf- 
ferers may recognize the plant it- 
self, they always know when it is 
about: 

Ragweed is late in maturing, is 
found in, abundance in pastures, 
meadows and cultivated crops, a5 
well as along roadsides and in waste 
areas, and causes considerable dam- 
age to growing and harvesting 
age during the growing and har- 
vesting periods. Q 

‘The weed is an annual, growing 
about two feet tall and producing 
up to 5,000 seeds per plant during 
the late summer when its pale yel- 
low flowers are in bloom. 

It has a quantity of branching 
stems covered with deeply indent- 
ed, ragged looking leaves of two 
shades of green, the under side 
being Ughter than the upper. 

‘The prolific seed production makes 
the control of ragweed difficult: 
Efforts should be made to destroy 
it before the seed is ripe and in 
fact before the pollen is set free. 

Farmers should pay “particular 
care to destroying this weed, 
possibly obtaining help from the 
community, for ragweed is one weed 
that should be controlled by com- 
munity effort and whole areas 
should be cleaned up at one time 
to make the program effective. 

Mowing, to be effective must be 
very close to the ground as many 
seeds are formed just above the soil 
surface. — : ; 

Spraying with acids will pro- 
vide cheap, effective control Sey- 
eral treatments may be necessary 
however, due to the germination of 
further lots of seed. z 

Care must be exercised to keep 
the spray from coming in con- 
tact with crops, plants and shrubs 
susceptible. 

Air of Optimism 

An air of general optimism fea-~ 
tured the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Swine Breeder’s Associa- 
tion in Saskatoon recently. 

Delegates heard from several 
speakers of the need for positive 
Measure to reduce the cost of pro- 
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duction, {mprove quality and lower 
the incidence of disease. 

A resolution passed by the meet- 
ing requested that price differen- 
tials and premiums be reviewed and 
if necessary readjusted in keeping 
with market conditions. 

‘This came about following earlier 
suggestions that the one dollar 
premium currently in effect be re- 
moved from B Grade pigs and add- 
ed to the Grade A premium, which 
would then be three dollars. The 
meeting considered this suggestion 
rather drastic and believed the 
whole subject should be studied be- 
fore any definite decision was 
made. rs 

The second resolution asked that 
the directors consider promoting a 
program of deductions from all 
pigs marketed in’ Canada to set up 
a fund to fimance investigations 
into swine nutrition and swine di- 
sease, : 

Association Director E. Howe of 
Saskatchewan proposed that a fund 
be set up through a leyy on each 
hog marketed, to finance a broad 
‘program of research work on di- 
sease and nutrition, 

With more than 100-thousand 
hogs marketed each week, a levy of 
ten cents a pig would provide a 
half million dollar fund in one 
year. 

Would Enforce Ceiling 

Senator Milton Young, of North 
Dakota, has urged President Eisen- 
lhower to ignore a Canadian pro- 
test ... 2 protest against proposals: 
to put a 23 million bushel annual 
ceiling on ahipments of Canadian 
oats“into the United States : 

Canada has threatened to hit 
back by cutting down its own im- 
ports of American farm products. 
But Young says unlimited importa 


of Canadian oats would destroy 


markets for American oat growers. 

He further went on to say that 
American agriculture can’t be kept 
solvent if they import products 
they already have in abundance. 

Seek European Markets 

United States Department of 
Agriculture officials are sending an 
orange, lemon and grapefruit sales= 
man to Western Europe. His mis= 
sion--to hunt for expanded mar- 
Kets for American citrus fruits and 
citrus products. 

‘Trade expert J. Henry Burke wilt 
visit England, France, Holland, 
Western Germany, Switzerland and 
the Scandinavian countries. 

Burke will also visit the citrus- 
producing nations of Spain and It- 
aly to get up-to-date information 
on other producers of oranges and 
lemons.—BUP.

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Brock Township Pioneer Life 
derland Man 


Recalled By Sun 


Sunderland (PNS) When John 
Fallowdown, well-known resident of 
the village of Sunderland, served 
on the Ontario County Council he 
became interested in, and learned 
many interesting facts about, early. 
pioneer life in Brock Township and 
adjacent Townships of the County. 

It was William Bagshaw who 
was the first postmaster of Brock 
Township, at Lot 5 Concession 9. 
Later the Post Office was moved to 
the residence of Andrew Hill, on 
the 7th concession, which {s a mile 
north of the village of Sunderland, 
then called Jones’ Corners_ 


Mr. Andrew Hill was Mr. Fallow-| 


down's maternal grandfather end 
it was at this house where Mr. 
Fallowdown spent the early years 
of his life. This original homestead 
can yet be seen from Highway 7 
on the south side of Concession 7, 
just north east of Miller’s Chick 
Hatchery. 

When the mail arrived in the 
early days from Whitby by stage- 
cosch once a week, the Bagshaw 
children, brother and sister from 
near Wilfrid, ran in their bare fect 
some four miles to get same at Mr. 
Hill's. 

Later the Post Office was located 
in the residence of William Jones 
in Jones Corners, now Sunder- 
Jand. This rough-cast house, on 
the east side of Highway 7 in the 
village still stands. 

From early records in, Mr. Fal- 
lowdown's possession, it is found 
that Brock Township was named 
after General Brock and was sur- 
veyed in 1817. Settlers came by 
way of Yonge St. east from New- 
market and others by way of Lake 
Simcoe. 

The first white male child born 
in the Township was Robert Ste- 
phenson, while the first white 
female child 


pion¢er, William Bagshaw, 
Sarah Bolton, 

In 1821, Philip St. John, com- 
monly known as the King of Brock, 
came from Ireland and settled in 
the Township. The large brick re- 
sidence of Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Jewell on the Brock Road, was 
built by Philip St. John. 

The first settler was Jones Reek- 
fe, who came in 1818, on October 
10th, on the night of which he 
slept under a pine tree. William 
Bagshaw, settled on Concession 9 
in the year 1821. 

Other early settlers were Colonel 
James and George Vrooman, who 
settled west and north of Sunder- 
land at Vroomanton. 

The first mil] was built on Lot 
6, Con. 7, by James Ruddy. The 
first of the large Shier family was 
John Shier, a Limerick man who 
took up Lots 1, 2 and-3 in the Stn 
Concession _ 

The first store in the Township 
was opened by his brother, Richard 
Shier, at Lot 4, Concession 5. 

Other early settlers of Brock 
were George Smith, John O'Leary.

In 1850 township councillors were 
elected 2s follows, Robert Sproule, 
Alexander Munroe, Robert McCul- 
Jough, and William Cowan. Robert 
Sproule was elected Reeve and 
John Metcalfe was appointed clerk 

One of the oldest settlers, James 
Weatheral, at his death had lived 
continuously 74 years upon the 
farm which his father located three 
years before his birth. Money was 
60 scarce in those days that he 
was glad to get a dollar for walk- 
ing to Toronto and driving some 
cattle. This was all he received for 
his 120-mile walk.

“‘Brant’’ Geese 
On Way To Arctic 
Seen In Ontario 


Tweed-Unusual flights of “brani” 
geese have been sighted here by 
Ontario Department of Lands and 
Forests officials. Flights on their 
way to breeding grounds on the 
north coast- of Greenland and 
around the shores of the Canadian 
Arctic Islands, have ranged as high 
as 200.
